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CUTS-HIT COLLEGE 
IS GIVEN BACKING

GOBOWEN’S Derwen College 
will continue to offer outstand¬ 
ing education despite job cuts, 
leading councillors believe. 

The specialist college is one of the 
biggest employers in the area but has 
revealed it is reviewing its business 
model, prompting the staffing cuts. 

Bosses say a new streamlined workforce will 
make the college more sustainable for the fu¬ 
ture. Up to 30 redundancies will be made. 

One of the reasons for the reduction in staff 
members is due to students not being successful 
in getting grant funding to attend the college, 
which caters for young people with disabilities 
and learning difficulties. 

The college was deemed outstanding in its 
last Ofsted report and veteran councillor David 
Lloyd, a former speaker on Shropshire Council 
who still serves on Selattyn and Gobowen Par- 
ish Council, said he hoped the 
high standards can be main¬ 
tained. 

He said: “The Derwen has 
achieved great standards and 
I hope that can be maintained 
, in the face of what appears to 
I be inevitable redundancies. It 
| is sad to see these affairs. 

“The Derwen is part of the 
1 fabric of Gobowen and the 
Cllr David Lloyd whole community and is a 
fantastic valuable resource 
for young people. I’ve been to the Derwen and 
work done there is brilliant but there is clearly 
pressure on resources.” 

Paul Milner, a Shropshire Councillor for 
Oswestry who is on the board of governors at 
the college, offered assurances that the high 
level of education would be maintained. 

He added: “I am sure that the levels at the 
college will be maintained at what they are at 
the moment. I can only praise the work that 
staff do at the college to make it as good as it is. 
They offer great provision for students locally 
and from around the country and that will con¬ 
tinue.” 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson re¬ 
vealed he is setting up a meeting with children 
and families minister Nadhim Zahawi to im¬ 
press upon him the good work the college does. 

Mr Paterson said: “I just want the minister to 
be aware of the remarkable service provided by 
Derwen College. 

“A couple of decades ago many people with 
learning disabilities were not deemed able to 
have a job. Now they come to Shropshire from 
all over the country and learn valuable skills to 
allow them to find employment.”

War hero’s actions honoured by new memorial

A POIGNANT ceremony has been held to 
honour an Oswestry war hero. 

Harold Whitfield from Oswestry sin- 
gled-handedly captured an enemy machine 
gun in 1918 during the First World War while 
serving in the King’s Shropshire Light Infan¬ 
try. 

His bravery was rewarded with the Victoria 
Cross. 

He has been honoured with a special com¬ 


memorative paving stone which was unveiled 
during a ceremony in Oswestry’s Cae Glas 
Park. 

Members of Harold Whitfield’s family at¬ 
tended the ceremony as did schoolchildren 
who were there to pay tribute to a war hero 
they had learned about in their history les¬ 
sons. 

Mr Whitfield’s daughter Dorothy was 
among those attending the unveiling of the 


memorial. The 84-year-old said her father 
never spoke about his time in the war but that 
it was a source of immense pride to the family. 

She said: “He was very brave. 

“I am very pleased and so proud that this 
memorial has been unveiled.” 

Prayers and the blessing of the stone were 
led by Padre Edward Ward and the Vicar of 
Oswestry, the Reverend Harvey Gibbons.

Mothers urged to 
keep on fighting 
for birthing service 

A HEALTH campaigner has called for 
mothers not to give up the battle to keep 
birthing services in Oswestry. 

Plans will go out to consultation later 
this year which could see birthing services 
permanently lost in Midwife Led Units in 
Oswestry, Bridgnorth and Ludlow. 

Birthing services have been temporar¬ 
ily suspended at various times at each of 
the units over the last 12 months and the 
Oswestry inpatient service is currently 
closed until Sunday. 

Health bosses say the services are being 
temporarily suspended to ensure midwives 
are where mothers are choosing to give 
birth. 

But Liz Grayston from the Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign said 
this week mothers do want to give birth 
locally and urged women to keep fighting 
to save the service. 

She said: “We are still fighting this and 
we don’t want local mothers to give up. 

“The trust might not say it but mothers 
want to give birth locally. 

“The reason they can’t is because the 
centre in Oswestry has been subject to 
temporary closures. 

“We must not give up. Women need to 
get out and have their say when the con¬ 
sultation comes along.”

A YOUNG boy had a miraculous 
escape when he fell 150 feet 
down a waterfall. 

Onlookers watched on helplessly as 
the three-year-old fell from the top 
and landed in a deep pool at the foot of 
the Llanrhaeadr waterfall. 

A rescuer jumped in to pluck him out of 
the water fearing he would drown. 

Although in deep shock, the little boy was 
checked over by air ambulance doctors who 
said they were astonished that he had es¬ 
caped uninjured. 

The owner of the tea room by the side 
of the falls said it had been a miracle that 
not only the child but also his aunt, who 
tumbled 20 foot, had survived. 

Phil Facey said the waterfall had always 
been seen as a sacred place to him and said: 
“Something really special happened here 
on Sunday.” 

He said the boy and his aunt, from the 
Liverpool area, had been climbing up the 
left side of the waterfall at lunchtime on 
Sunday where there is no footpath. 

He said: “When they fell she became 
wedged in a tree after falling about 20 feet 
but the little boy seemed to fly through the 
air, arms flailing and landed in the pool at 
the foot of the waterfall. 

“A chap dived in a brought him up to the 
surface. I thought he was dead, he looked 
blue.” 

While visitors to the waterfall helped Mr 
Facey and staff at the tea rooms care for 
the three-year-old, his auntie was being 
helped to safety by a climber who had been 
close by. A Welsh Air Ambulance arrived at 
the beauty spot in about 20 minutes. 

“There were two doctors on board who 
were able to check the boy and his aunt 
out,” Mr Facey said. “He was shocked and 
quite woozy so they stayed for about 45 
minutes doing all the checks they needed 
to do before being happy to allow them to 
go home. 

Mr Facey said that in the 19 years he had 
been at Llanrhaeadr he had seen tragedies 
and near tragedies but said Sunday’s inci¬ 
dent had really affected him. “Maybe mira¬ 
cles do happen,” he said. 


FUNDRAISERS are being urged to walk 
“Round Oswestry” for cancer charities. 

Launched two years ago the Oswestry 
Round Challenge has seen walkers and 
runners complete all or half of the 33 mile 
route to raise money for Cancer Research 
UK and Lingen Davies Cancer Fund. The 
walk starts and finishes at the Lion Quays 
Hotel and Spa complex and combines parts 
of Offa’s Dyke Path and the Montgomery 


and Llangollen canals to form a circuit 
around Oswestry. It is described by its cre¬ 
ator, Dave Andrews, as being a delightful 
route. 

He said: “The challenge is a great way 
to meet people, get some exercise and raise 
money for two cancer charities at the same 
time.” It is based on the book, The Oswestiy 
Round, which was written by Dave and his 
wife Jane Trudgill as a thank-you for the 


care he received in the Lingen Davies Cen¬ 
tre in 2014. Over the past two years the 
challenge and the book have raised more 
than £29,000. This year’s event will be held 
on June 9.

THE chief executive of Shropshire 
Council could see his salary rise to 
£150,000 per year if wide-ranging pay 
increases are approved. 

The rise marks an increase of 
about 50 per cent in basic pay for 
Clive Wright. His salary this year is 
£103,010, but he also benefited from 
an added performance-related bonus 
of £25,000 and pension benefits. 

The change is being suggested as 
part of measures to retain and attract 
staff. 

Mr Wright’s pay is below the aver¬ 
age for similar roles elsewhere in the 
UK. It will be discussed at a meeting 
of the council today (Thursday). 

If approved, the proposal would also 
see the salaries of three departmental 
directors go up, and the currently va¬ 
cant position of director of place and 
enterprise, rise to between £120,000 
and £130,000 a year. 

The proposal follows a recently 
agreed national pay award that offers 
council staff a two-year pay increase 
of four per cent. 

The council says salaries are up to 
six per cent adrift from the national 
rates of pay, which makes it difficult 
to attract, recruit and retain staff. 

Pay in the public sector and in local 
government in particular has been 
restricted since 2010, with no annual 
pay award for staff from 2010 to 2014, 
and increases capped at one per cent 
since 2016.

Councillors set for £200 
rise in basic salaries

COUNCILLORS on a cash- 
strapped council are set to get a 
£200 rise in their basic salaries. 

Powys County Council has faced 
numerous cuts to its settlement from 
the Welsh Government in recent years 
and has recently pledged to fork out 
millions to repair damage to its chil¬ 
dren’s and adult services services. 

Years of cuts have led to services being 
scaled back, however the 73 councillors are 
set for their second salary rise in two years. 

Last year the salary increased by £100 
and this year it has been recommended 
by the Independent Remuneration Panel 
for Wales that is should rise by £200, to 
£13,600. 

A decision will be made on the matter 
when a paper goes to the full council today 
(Thursday). 

All councillors will be handed the extra 
payment for the coming year, however 
councillors can opt out of the 1.5 per cent 
increase if they wish. 

The lengthy report from the chief finance 
officer also outlines extra payments that 
will be paid to councillors. 

A decision needs to be made about 18 
councillors who will receive “senior sala¬ 
ries”. 

In recent years senior salaries have been 
allocated to chairs of committees such as 
employment, scrutiny and pensions. 

The leader, who is currently Councillor 
Rosemarie Harris, will receive a senior sal¬ 
ary of £48,300, which includes the basic sal¬ 
ary, and the deputy leader, who is currently 
Aled Davies, will receive £33,800. 

Cabinet members’ payments include 
basic salaries and stands at £29,300. 

Elsewhere the new fees outline that the 
leader of the largest opposition party will 
receive £22,300 and leaders of parties with 
10 per cent of all council members receive 
£17,300. 

The chair of the council will receive 
£21,800 and the vice chair will receive 
£16,300. 

The report also outlines extra allowances 
and expenses.

A COUPLE have stopped trading 
at Oswestry Market after being or¬ 
dered to take down a ‘Vote Leave’ 
sign from their stall. 

Graham and Margaret Harper, 
who run Abermule Nursery Gar¬ 
dens, have been trading at the mar¬ 
ket for the past 20 years. 

Mr Harper put a ‘Vote Leave’ sign 
up during the referendum and then 
used it as a wind-break on his stall. 
However, council bosses ordered 
him to remove the sign following 
complaints from two councillors. 

He took it down, but put it back 
up with the words ‘Oswestry Town 


Council does not want you to see 
this’. 

Now Mr Harper says he won’t re¬ 
turn unless his sign can go up. 

He has started going to other 
markets in Mid Wales and said: 
“They had a meeting behind closed 
doors which I wasn’t allowed to go 
to, so I sent a letter but they voted 
that it should come down. 

“I am told it is political, but it 
isn’t, this was based on the referen¬ 
dum and not an election so it isn’t 
political.” 

Mr Harper said he wanted to keep 
it up until Brexit had been sorted 


out as a reminder that Britain was 
not out of the EU yet. 

Town Clerk David Preston said 
the council has a policy for not using 
stalls for expressing political views 
and asked Mr Harper to remove the 
sign. He appealed and the council 
again agreed to enforce the policy. 
Mr Preston said: “Mr Harper is a 
long standing trader but the council 
has a policy of not using stalls for 
political purposes or expressing po¬ 
litical views. He is a valued trader, 
we would like him to return but 
obviously he must comply with the 
council’s rules and policies.”

“However, the maximum number of re¬ 
dundancies is anticipated to be in the re¬ 
gion of 30.” She said the current student 
figure is 230, which includes students on 
residential and day placements as well as 
its clients. It also has satellite sites in the 
region. She said: “As a college and large 
employer we need to constantly review our 
business model to continue to meet the 
needs of our students and trainees and to 
fulfil our charitable objectives. 

“The national picture continues to 
change for residential colleges like Derwen 
and, despite continued high demand for 
residential student places, fewer students 
than ever are successfully gaining funding 
to come to Derwen. This trend is set to 
continue. Therefore, it is essential that we 
adapt and change our business model to en¬ 
sure we remain sustainable for the future. 

“A restructure of resources is now es¬ 
sential to get us in shape to move forward, 
meet the external challenges ahead and 
continue to provide the best outcomes for 
students and trainees attending college. 

“We are now in a period of consultation 
to re-shape our current work structures 
and this will inevitably affect staffing num¬ 
bers going forward.

Her children Ollie and Carly, joined by fa¬ 
ther Rob, attended the ceremony, and Ollie 
said it was an emotional moment when the 
building was officially opened. He said: “We 
got a call and said someone had suggested 
that is what they should call it. 


“They’ve built a really nice nursery and it 
looks really nice. 

“She had worked at the school for years 
and it was emotional when the building was 
opened. This year was the 10 year anniver¬ 
sary of her passing so this was extra special. 

“There is still loads of people that still 
work there from when she was there and 
even people she taught are working there 
so there was a nice little crowd which we 
didn’t expect.” 

The family held a fundraising evening 
at The Townhouse in Oswestry earlier this 
year, which saw £5,110 raised in Ruth’s 
memory in aid of the Lingen Davies Cancer 
Fund.

If ever there was a cause 
worth fighting for it’s the ongo¬ 
ing campaign to keep birthing 
services at Oswestry’s maternity 
unit open with the executioner’s 
axe already hovering. 

Consultation will soon start on 
plans to close the service at the 
unit along with others at Ludlow 
and Bridgnorth, meaning that 
expectant mothers from all over 
Shropshire will only be allowed 
to give birth at Shrewsbury or 
Telford. 

And that’s simply not good 
enough. 

Temporary closures have been 
taking place at Oswestry for 
quite some time now with the 
Shrewsbury & Telford Hospital 
Trust blaming a shortage of mid¬ 
wives for mothers being forced 
to travel another 20 miles to give 
birth. 

Staffing issues should not be 
the consideration when it comes 
to childbirth. 

Maternity facilities have to 
become a permanent feature at 
Oswestry. 

And we must all take part in 
the consultation to hammer the 
message home. 

Protest rallies and marches 
which have already taken place 
across the county seem to have 
been ignored by the trust and 
more temporary closures will be 
wrongly interpreted in figures as 
a fall-off in a demand for births at 
Oswestry. 

The trust seems to think that 
setting up a network of hubs to 
support mothers, both before 
and after birth, will placate. 

The consultation will provide 
the opportunity to tell trust mem¬ 
bers just how wrong they are. 

There’s an investigation go¬ 
ing on at Oswestry’s world-re¬ 
nowned orthopaedic hospital 
after a data breach saw patient’s 
confidential information released 
without permission. 

After discovering the breach 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust has rightly re¬ 
ported the matter to the Informa¬ 
tion Commissioner’s Office and 
is said to be fully co-operating 
in establishing the cause of the 
leak. 

It’s disappointing to find that 
patients who took part in a con¬ 
fidential and long-standing study 
now find their personal data has 
been shared in this way. 

But it’s even more disappoint¬ 
ing that the trust has allowed this 
to happen, particularly at a time 
when the Data Protection Act is 
under such intense scrutiny. 

Let’s hope the investigators 
get this one sorted quickly. 

The hospital’s reputation is at 
stake.

told to pick wild flowers? 


For years we’ve been told 
not to pick wild flowers 
- but that’s all changing. 
Report by MARK ANDREWS 

TAKE only memories, leave 
only footprints, goes the old 
saying. For decades, it has 
been a golden rule of country¬ 
side etiquette - the picking of 
wild flowers is strictly forbid¬ 
den. 

But that could be about to change, 
if one of the UK’s largest conserva¬ 
tion charities gets its way. 

In an attempt to encourage youngsters 
to take more of an interest in the natural 
world, Plantlife UK has produced a list 
of wild flowers it is okay to pick - and is 
actively encouraging youngsters to take 
them home as part of its spring Wildlife 
Hunt. 

Marian Spain, chief executive of the 
charity, accepts that the call may ruffle 
one or two feathers in conservation cir¬ 
cles. 

But she says the risk is greater still 
if a generations of youngsters grows up 
with little interest in the natural envi¬ 
ronment. 

“We understand that this might sound 
a bit unusual from a conservation char¬ 
ity. 

“We work very hard to save flowers 
and keep them growing, but actually 
wild flowers are quite resilient and pick¬ 
ing one or two from a big patch won’t 
actually harm that population,” she says. 

“We’ve published a list of 12 that are 
very common and very easy to recognise 
and also a code of conduct on what to do

and we understand one of the reasons 
we are publishing this is because people 
are going to ask us, they are confused 
and they don’t know and we think it is 
important that children do have contact 
with nature.” 

But while there are many who would 
agree that picking dandelions and dai¬ 
sies is, in moderation fairly harmless 
- and indeed children making daisy 
chains is a tradition that goes back fur¬ 
ther than any countryside code - there 
is some debate about which flowers it is 
acceptable for youngsters to pick. 

Plantlife says dandelions, daisies, 
yarrows, common knapweed and 
meadow buttercups are all acceptable, 
along with oxeye daises, meadow¬ 
sweets, cow parsleys, great stitchworts, 
common dog-violets and red campions. 


But Fiona Gomersall, conservation 
officer at Shropshire Wildlife Trust, 
has concerns that primroses are also on 
the list. 

“We agree with Plantlife that chil¬ 
dren should be able to pick some wild- 
flowers for example daisies, dandelions, 
buttercups, clover and plantains,” she 
says. 

“Children should have more access to 
nature and it is wrong to tell them they 
can’t make little posies of flowers whilst 
out in the countryside. 

“Our concern is that parents may 
not know the difference between a rare 
flower and one that is common. 

“I would say not to pick primroses 
in Shropshire and although we may 
be seeing them in the hedgerows and 
woodland edges and the moment, they 


are not that common.” She says a good 
rule of thumb is that if the flower is 
present in large numbers, then picking 
one or two is generally acceptable. 

“One should absolutely not pick or¬ 
chids though, even if there appear to be 
lots of them,” she says. 

“Also be aware that we are sharing 
these flowers with the bees and other 
pollinators which have not been doing 
very well lately.” 

This latter concern has also sparked 
criticism from beekeepers, who say that 
giving the go-ahead to pick certain flow¬ 
ers could lead to more widespread dam¬ 
age to the ecosystems. 

Peter Bound chairman of Shropshire 
Beekeepers Association says: “When I 
was a boy, wild flowers were far more 
in abundance than they are today, and 
there wasn’t the same threat to wildlife. 

“Although children should be encour¬ 
aged to be interested in wild flowers, the 
pollinators are under a lot of stress at 
the moment. 

“We should be protecting every spare 
space where wild flowers are growing.” 

Plantlife’s Great British Wildflower 
Hunt is urging the public to search for 
68 different species, and has produced 
an interactive map where their findings 
can be logged. 

Parents - and children for that mat¬ 
ter - may also need to bear in mind that 
picking the wrong flowers in the wrong 
place could also see them falling foul of 
the law. 

Mrs Spain believes, though, that there 
is a real need to get children engaged 
with nature once more. 

If allowing youngsters to take a few 
blooms back to their mothers is enough 
to tear them away from their games con¬ 
sole, she will be happy. 

She says: “What we want is for peo¬ 
ple to learn more about wildflowers and 
know what’s around them.”

FOR YOU 


At long last the NHS Future 
Fit Programme Board have an¬ 
nounced the dates for when the 
next stage of the reconfigura¬ 
tion of the secondary care NHS 
services for Shropshire and Mid 
Wales will take place. It’s been 
a very long time coming. Some¬ 
times it has seemed as if it would 
never happen. But a few weeks 
ago, NHS England gave formal 
approval to a budget of over 
£300 million towards funding 
the reconfiguration. This was the 
‘green light’. We now know that 
the statutory public consultation 
will begin on May 30 and will last 
for 14 weeks, ending on Sep¬ 
tember 4. 

The consultation will be based 
on two possible scenarios. The 
first option, which is the ‘pre¬ 
ferred option’ of the Future Fit 
Programme Board and the two 
CCGs, is that the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital should become 
the ‘Emergency Care’ hospital 
for patients across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales. Concentrating all 
‘Emergency Care’ in one location 
will help deliver a more respon¬ 
sive and safer service. ‘Planned 
Care’ would be located at the 
Princess Royal Hospital in Tel¬ 
ford. This would help reduce the 
time that patients have to wait 
for treatment. The most contro¬ 
versial aspect of this proposal 
is that the most serious prob¬ 
lems facing women and children 
would be moved from the Prin¬ 
cess Royal to be part of the new 
Emergency Centre. This is the 
‘preferred option’ of the Future 
Fit Programme Board and the 
two CCGs. Both hospitals would 
have an ‘Urgent Care Centre’ lo¬ 
cated within them, treating many 
of those who currently present 
as emergencies. 

The Future Fit Programme 
Board will arrange public events 
across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. I will be most interest¬ 
ed in the event at Newtown on 
June 28, while Chronicle read¬ 
ers in North Shropshire will be 
most interested in the event in 
Oswestry on August 15. There 
will also be what are being de¬ 
scribed as ‘Pop Up’ events in all 
the main centres of population in 
Montgomeryshire - Llanrhaeadr, 
Llanfyllin, Llanfair Caereinion, 
Caersws, Llanidloes and Mont¬ 
gomery. This public consulta¬ 
tion is hugely important to my 
constituents in Montgomeryshire 
and I will want to play a part in 
helping persuade them to be¬ 
come involved. To avoid un¬ 
necessary duplication I will be 
inviting constituents to village/ 
community meetings where the 
consultation’s public events will 
not be taking place.

BT slashing 13,000 

jobs to cut its costs

BT is to axe about 13,000 jobs as 
part of a revamped cost-cutting 
drive. 

The firm has three sites in Shrop¬ 
shire. The company said the job losses 
would mainly affect back office and 
middle management roles, with two 
thirds of the cuts set fall on UK staff. 

BT employs about 400 people at its 
Worldwide Network Management Centre 
at Whittington House, Park Hall, near 
Oswestry, which includes part of the TSO 
division, and it has two sites in Shrewsbury, 
which includes a Global Services division. 

There are no details yet of what the move 
means for individual locations around the 
country. 

Remaining staff cuts are expected to im¬ 
pact upon BT’s operations abroad. 

Plans were also revealed to exit the BT 
headquarters in central London, though 
another site in the capital is expected to 
house its head office. 

The move comes as BT looks to cut costs 
by around £1.5 billion by the final year of 
its three-year plan. 

The telecoms firm added that it would 
be hiring around 6,000 new employees “to 
support network deployment and customer 
service”. 

BT has around 106,400 employees glob¬ 
ally, with 82,800 in the UK. 

The announcement comes nearly a year 
after the company said it was to axe 4,000 
jobs as part of a restructuring of its Global 
Services unit. 

BT chief executive Gavin Patterson said: 
“Decisions like this are not easy.” 

He added that it was the “right thing for 
the business”. 


Record entries for singing competition

The Pendine International 
Voice of the Future competi¬ 
tion is an annual event, which 
started in 2013 is to advance 
the careers of the world’s most 
gifted young singers. 

Each year Llangollen wel¬ 
comes talented International 
Voice of the Future entrants for 
the first two days of the festival, 
as competitors battle for the cov¬ 
eted Pendine Trophy through 
the preliminary rounds and the 
grand final on July 4. 

For the second year running 
care organisation Pendine Park 
is contributing £5,000 to the 
prize fund via the Pendine Arts 
and Community Trust which 
was established to support cul¬ 
tural and community initiatives. 

The rest of the £10,000 prize 
pot is being donated by the Sir 
Bryn Terfel Foundation and 
Llangollen Eisteddfod. Winners 
are also given the opportunity 
to perform in future Eisteddfod 
concerts with established inter¬ 
national stars. 

The competition, now in its 
fifth year, has attracted a record 
number of 43 entries as its pop¬ 
ularity continues to grow, Ei¬ 
steddfod bosses have said. 


Leadership 
sorry for its 
failings on 
adult care 

A LOCAL authority has apologised 
for failings in its adult services - how¬ 
ever a cabinet member has insisted 
responsibility lies with all elected 
members. 

A report from the Care Inspectorate 
Wales highlighted that despite some 
good care, there were inconsistencies 
in the Powys County Council-run 
service and improvements needed to 
be made. At full council meeting last 
week, a host of members called for 
senior leaders on the council, in par¬ 
ticular portfolio holder Stephen Hayes 
and leader Rosemarie Harris, to apol¬ 
ogise for the failings highlighted in 
the report, and previous bad reports. 

In response, Councillor Hayes said: 
“I am willing to apologise to people 
who have not received the care they 
should have. However, it is the shared 
responsibility of everyone in this 
chamber.” 

The council voted to note the con¬ 
tents of the report and work to rectify 
the service. 

A large pot of money has already 
been earmarked to make changes, 
however the meeting centred around 
calls for the leadership of the council 
to apologise. 

Welsh Labour’s Matthew Dorrance 
insisted that no one had said sorry 
after his colleague Huw Williams ad¬ 
mitted he felt guilty and “didn’t have 
the guts”, to challenge the cabinet in 
the past. However, he asked further 
questions of the council and insisted 
he will not stop challenging them 
now. 

He said: “I felt guilty that I didn’t 
challenge the previous cabinet on 
these issues, I didn’t feel I had the 
guts. 

“I didn’t challenge the council be¬ 
fore but I am now.” 

























































Sculpture 
plans for 
hall move a 
step closer 

PLANS for a new sculpture to com¬ 
memorate the 100th anniversary of 
the Armistice and the end of the First 
World War have moved a step closer. 

Pant Memorial Hall is working 
with artist Neil Dalrymple to design 
the memorial artwork with the local 
community. 

The hall was set up after the First 
World War to be a memorial to the 
suffering endured by soldiers and ci¬ 
vilians and now plays a central part 
in the life of the village. 

In March, Mr Dalrymple was in 
Pant to find out about the local area 
and spoke to residents to find out 
what they would like to see in a sculp¬ 
ture. Following the consultation, he 
has now drawn up a design for the 
sculpture and will be visiting Pant 
Memorial Hall again to present his 
proposals to local residents. 

The new artwork will create a per¬ 
manent visual memorial on the out¬ 
side of the hall to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the conflict, and 
will allow passers-by to find out about 
the hall’s role as a war memorial with¬ 
out even going inside. 

He said: “The mural will be made as 
a ceramic stoneware sculptural relief 
which will give it texture and defini¬ 
tion and it features images from Pant 
and the local area. 

“Local residents were keen that 
the sculpture was a celebration of the 
area, rather than one that depicted 
war. I am looking forward to meeting 
residents to hear their feedback about 
these initial designs.” 

Residents who would like to see the 
designs for the artwork or who would 
like to have their say about can go 
along to Pant Pop-Up Cafe on Sun¬ 
day at Pant Memorial Hall between 
2.30pm and 4pm. 


Scrapping of new press 
laws welcomed by nip

THE scrapping of a vote on con¬ 
troversial press legislation has 
been welcomed by Montgomer¬ 
yshire MP Glyn Davies. 

Mr Davies said it would have been 
an attack on local and regional jour¬ 
nalism. 

The Section 40 legislation would have 
required publishers who are not signed up 
to state-backed press regulator Impress - 
which is funded by Max Mosley - to pay the 
costs of legal action brought against them, 
regardless of whether they won or lost. 

The move would have put hundreds of 
regional newspapers, most of whom are 
signed up to the Independent Press Stand¬ 
ards Organisation, in financial peril. 

However the vote was scrapped, and MPs 
voted out Ed Miliband’s proposal for part 
two of the Leveson inquiry into press mis¬ 
conduct by a majority of nine. 

Mr Miliband reacted furiously, claiming 
MPs had let down victims of press intru¬ 
sion, cases that involved national newspa¬ 
pers rather than the regional press. But 
Mr Davies, who has pledged backing in the 
past to local newspapers, said it would have 
been a scandal had the legislation been put 
in place. He said regional newspapers, 
which are essential in holding councils and 
other local bodies to account, would have 
been thrown into chaos by the proposed 
law. He said: “I’m delighted with the result, 
although it was a lot closer than I would 
have expected it to be. It was not thought 
out at all. People have problems with the 
owners of the national newspapers. But it 
would have been the smaller local and re¬ 
gional papers who would have suffered.”

Police make 
new move to 
tackle terror 
of stalking 

POLICE in Mid Wales say they are 
aiming to make sure communities 
have the confidence to report stalk¬ 
ing. 

Officers, PCSOs and specialist staff 
at Dyfed-Powys Police are raising 
awareness of stalking and harass¬ 
ment. They will be visiting stalking 
victims, offenders, partner agencies 
- including refuges - and hosting 
pop-up stalls out in their communities 
to raise awareness of stalking and the 
support available. 

This includes the national helpline 
and more localised support for victims 
and witnesses via Goleudy, a service 
provided by the Police and Crime 
Commissioner of Dyfed-Powys. Stalk¬ 
ing is repeated unwanted contact 
from one person to another, which 
demonstrates either a fixation or ob¬ 
session and causes the victim to feel 
alarm, distress or fear of violence. It 
may involve personal contact but also 
via the phone, email, letter or social 
media. Stalking behaviours could be 
as simple as rearranging garden fur¬ 
niture, sending unwanted gifts, loi¬ 
tering on the pavement outside their 
house or even calling social services to 
maliciously report ‘poor’ parenting. 

Detective Superintendent Anthony 
Griffiths said: “Stalking can have a 
huge emotional impact on victims 
affecting their self-esteem, self-confi¬ 
dence and feelings of safety. 

“Statistics show victims may suffer 
up to 100 incidents before reporting 
the issue to police and we want vic¬ 
tims to know that they can come to 
police sooner and will be taken seri¬ 
ously.”

UcaL £tr*4A Fltcbxt 


www.northwestheatingsolutions.co.uk 







































Students to 
get offer of 
NHS bursary 

THE Welsh Government has commit¬ 
ted to an NHS bursary for students 
in Wales starting their studies in Sep¬ 
tember 2019. 

The bursary, for eligible student 
nurses, midwives and allied health 
professionals, was scrapped in Eng¬ 
land in 2017. 

It will continue to be available for 
those who commit in advance to work 
in Wales for up to two years post qual¬ 
ification. 

Of the 2,180 students applying for 
the bursary in 2017/18 in Wales, only 
three per cent declined to work in 
Wales post-qualification, meaning the 
vast majority of students trained in 
Wales will work in Wales after their 
studies. Welsh Assembly Members 
Joyce Watson and Eluned Morgan 
welcomed the Welsh Government’s 
commitment. 

Joyce Watson said: “This is great 
news for the Welsh NHS and for an¬ 
yone looking to take up a training 
place.”

^Chicken farm 
bid is given 
the green light 

TWO poultry buildings that will house 
100,000 chickens have been given the 
green light. 

Bebb Wallace of Bebb Farms submitted 
the application to Powys County Council to 
build two units both housing 50,000 chick¬ 
ens at Hendre Poeth in Llansantffraid. 

The application, which was discussed by 
Powys County Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee recently, stated that the farm currently 
has poultry units for 65,000 chickens. 

However following a storm back in 2013, 
the buildings have fallen into disrepair and 
the new ones will replace them. 

In a consultee response in the planning 
report Llansantffraid Community Council 
stated that the plans need to be clearer and 
need to be clarified. 

In the report planners recommended 
that the application should be given condi¬ 
tional consent. 

A statement from planning officers 
states: “Development management consid¬ 
ers that the proposed poultry development 
is compliant with planning policies. 

“The recommendation is one of condi¬ 
tional consent. 

“All information submitted with the ap¬ 
plication, including environmental state¬ 
ment have been considered.” 

The committee voted and took the deci¬ 
sion to pass the application. 

New drive for 
people to use 
bus service 

A SCHEME has been launched to encour¬ 
age more people to use a rural bus service. 

Bus Users Shropshire has joined forces 
with Arriva and Shropshire Council to 
boost the use of a service between Oswestry 
and Shrewsbury. 

The 576 bus operates six days a week 
and goes through the north of the county, 
via Bomere Heath, Baschurch, Ruyton XI 
Towns, Kinnerley, Knockin and Maesbury 
Marsh. 

It has been chosen for a trial to encour¬ 
age more passengers on board because it 
links Shrewsbury and Oswestry, offers 
a scenic ride through Shropshire coun¬ 
tryside, is ideal for local walks from the 
villages, and is frequent enough to allow 
people to hop on and off at different places. 

The aim of the campaign initiated by Bus 
Users Shropshire is to encourage more pas¬ 
sengers to get on board. 

Jamie Crowsley, general manager of Ar¬ 
riva Bus Shropshire said: “We really wel¬ 
come this project which seeks to get more 
people on board a rural bus. 

“The service operates through lovely 
countryside and calls at places of interest 
so should be attractive to people. There are 
seven trips each day and there are plenty 
of opportunities to stop off and enjoy the 
villages, or passengers can simply sit back 
and enjoy the view.” 

In preparation, Arriva Bus has printed 
bus posters and timetable leaflets, and 
Shropshire Council is updating informa¬ 
tion cases on the route. 

£500,000 bridge 
work gets started 

WORK to repair and strengthen an histor¬ 
ic bridge at a cost of £500,000 has started. 

New Bridge Vyrnwy on the B4398 be¬ 
tween Pentreheylin and Carreghofa is 
closed to all traffic for up to 30 weeks so 
that repairs can be carried out on the 
Grade II listed structure. 

A diversion route will be in place for both 
vehicles and pedestrians while the bridge is 
closed, and for vehicles it will be via Four 
Crosses and Llanymynech and pedestrians 
will be directed via a short section of the 
B4390 and then along the Montgomery 
Canal towpath. 

The work will be carried out by special¬ 
ist masons and will include the restoration 
of unusual masonry features which have 
fallen into disrepair. All the works will be 
carried out in compliance with a Listed 
Building Consent from Cadw, and when 
works are complete the existing 7.5 ton 
weight restriction will be removed. 

Councillor Phyl Davies, cabinet member 
for highways, said: “The decision to close 
a bridge is never taken lightly because of 
the impact it has on local residents and 
businesses.” 


SHROPSHIRE Council says it will fight the 
corner for community transport in the county. 

The council is to write to the Department of 
Transport saying it provides a lifeline to thou¬ 
sands. 

The department could insist that volunteer 
drivers for services like Dial-a-Ride should have 
to have a commercial licence which cost thou¬ 
sands of pounds and charities say would put 
people off volunteering. 

Community transport groups, which offer an 
alternative to commercial bus services in areas 
where there is no bus route or for those who 
have mobility problems, operate in Shrews¬ 
bury, Oswestry, Ludlow, Church Stretton, 
Broseley and Bridgnorth with a fleet of 26 mini 
buses. 


MORE than 160 police officers serv¬ 
ing the West Mercia force area have 
been signed off work with stress or 
depression in the last 12 months, 
figures reveal. 

In total 162 officers were found to be 
unfit for work after doctors diagnosed 
them to be suffering from anxiety, depres¬ 
sion, stress and hyper-tension. 

Under a Freedom of Information request 
submitted to West Mercia Police, 21 officers 
were found to have a psychological disorder, 14 
had depression, 23 were suffering from anxiety 
and four had hyper-tension. 

The figures show that a further 76 were suf¬ 
fering from stress and 24 had a stress-related 
illness. The Police Federation says stress is one 
of the biggest challenges facing forces in the 
UK, with absences putting pressure on officers. 

Workload 

In a report published earlier this year it said 
66 per cent of officers in the UK indicated that 
their workload was too high and that 35 per 
cent of officers reported being physically at¬ 
tacked at least once a month. 

Policing lead for Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin, Chief Superintendent Kevin Purcell, 
said: “We take the mental wellbeing of our 
workforce incredibly seriously and are highly 
committed to improving the way officers and 
staff are supported mentally and physically in 
their jobs. There is no doubt policing is a chal¬ 
lenging profession with our officers dedicated 
to protecting other people from harm and it is 
essential that we also enable our workforce to 
safeguard their own wellbeing. 

“We have more work to do, officers attend 
harrowing incidents, often one after another, 
they work extremely hard and my focus is on 
ensuring their well-being is supported and we 
do all we can to ensure that they feel valued.” 

He said the force had made strides in putting 
in procedures to help officers, adding: “We have 
tried and tested welfare debriefing processes in 
place to help prevent the impact of traumatic 
events on our officers and staff and have a ded¬ 
icated welfare officer team providing independ¬ 
ent and confidential support to our workforce. 

“We also provide ah of our officers and staff 
with access to an independent and confiden¬ 
tial service available to them 24 hours a day to 
provide immediate support, information and 
guidance for any concern at work or in their 
personal life.” 


WEST Mercia Police has teamed up with the 
mental health charity Mind to help its officers 
with stress. 

The force says it is committed to dealing with 
the issue after it was revealed 162 officers serv¬ 
ing the force area have been signed off work in 
the last 12 months. 

Policing lead for Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin, Chief Superintendent Kevin Purcell, 
said it was working closely with Mind’s Blue 
Light Pledge that helps officers. 

He said: “We are fully committed to support-

Plans lodged 
to develop 
19 chalets 

A PLANNING application has been sub¬ 
mitted to build 19 chalets near Oswestry. 

Walker Sheppard Construction Lim¬ 
ited wants to develop a holiday park on 
land opposite Henlle Park Golf Club in 
Gobowen. 

The plans, which have been submitted 
to Shropshire Council, are on land cur¬ 
rently occupied by Jerry Berry and the 
land has been subject to a history of ap¬ 
plications and appeals relating to a gypsy 
and traveller site in the past. 

The construction firm made the ap¬ 
plication on the back of a similar devel¬ 
opment in Knockin. The proposed plans 
would see 19 chalets built with one lo¬ 
cated at the site entrance off Henlle Road 
which would be used as the manager’s 
accommodation. 

The chalets would be available for sale 
and owners would pay for pitch rentals 
and site services. The firm is applying for 
permission for the chalets, formation of 
vehicle access, on-site roads and park¬ 
ing areas, installation of bio-disc sewage 
treatment plan, installation of boundary 
screening and formation of a two-metre- 
high boundary embankment and planting 
scheme. 

A design and access statement from the 
developers said: “The site will help to sup¬ 
port the local economy, including shops 
and facilities in and around Gobowen and 
Oswestry, and is also a good location to 
easily get to local attractions and leisure 
facilities.” 

Developers have said there will be min¬ 
imal visual impact or impact to traffic. 

Rail group 
backs ticket 
price revamp 

PLANS to overhaul rail ticketing to 
make it fairer and easier to use have been 
backed by a rail group. 

A public consultation is being launched 
by the industry to suggest ways of simpli¬ 
fying the system, which will lead to a re¬ 
port containing proposals for government 
to consider. 

Sheila Dee, community rail officer on 
the Chester, Wrexham and Shrewsbury 
line, said it was a positive step. 

She believes emphasis in the consulta¬ 
tion should be put on making fair ticket 
prices available at all outlets from ticket 
offices to mobile apps. 

She said: “I definitely welcome the con¬ 
sultation and the review because there 
has been anomalies in the past when it 
comes to ticket prices. There needs to be 
emphasis on different methods of buying 
tickets. Some ticket prices on mobiles are 
cheaper than in ticket offices, and that 
isn’t fair. Some people don’t have access 
to mobiles and the internet and can’t get 
those prices.” 

Only one in three passengers were 
“very confident” they bought the best 
value ticket for their last journey, accord¬ 
ing to KPMG research. 

£7,000 for new 
war hero tribute 

A TOWN council is set to spend around 
£7,000 building a memorial garden for 
local war heroes. 

Welshpool Town Council is currently 
consulting with the family of Lance Cor¬ 
poral Paul Thomas from Buttington to 
re-develop the town’s memorial garden. 

Lance Corporal Thomas was killed 
in action at the age of 29 on August 17, 
2004, while fighting in the second Battal¬ 
ion The Light Infantry in Basrah, Iraq. 

There is currently a stone marking his 
service in the memorial garden close to 
the Maesydre area of the town, however a 
new proposal is now set to go out to pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

The plans include proposals to rework 
the garden to include all those who have 
lost their lives in conflict since the Sec¬ 
ond World War. The memorial garden 
will also honour those who lost their lives 
during active emergency service.

Friendly town's residents 
came to book author's aid

AS prolific Shrewsbury author and 
historian David Trumper worked on 
his 24th book, taking a ‘then and 
now’ look at Oswestry, he faced a 
dual problem. 

One was that he did not know Oswestry 
well, and the other was that some places 
in the border town have changed so much 
he could not work out where to take his 
modern comparison pictures from. 

But Oswestry folk came to his rescue and the 
result is Oswestry Through Time, the latest in 
a series of books in the format from Amberley 
Publishing. 

“They asked me to do it, I suppose because 
I’ve done so many others and they seemed 
quite popular,” said Mr Trumper. 

“I’m not ‘Oswestry’ but I have a very good 
friend who worked there many years ago and 
knew quite a lot of the places. 

“He took me out there and pointed me in the 
right direction. 

“And then I have one or two friends living in 
that area helping with some really hard ones. 

“There’s absolutely nothing left around the 
Cambrian works and the Cambrian station 
where a lot of the buildings have disappeared 
and the roads have been realigned, and they 
pointed me in the right direction. 

“The friends helping me were Richard Mel- 
lor and David Wood and I know Oswestry a lot 
better now than I did when I started out. 

“It took me about three or four months to 
get the photographs I needed to get them right. 

“I went back on my own several times and 
retook photographs to get the best result. 

“I must say I found the people of Oswestry 
very nice and they helped me if I was stuck on 
something. 

“They would come up and talk to me and 
ask what I was doing, and showed an interest. 

“I had to go on to private property a couple 
of times, like at the Wynnstay Hotel, where 
there’s a photograph of the back. 

“I went into the hotel and they said straight 
away ‘oh yes, go on through and take your pho¬ 
tograph’, which I found very nice. 

“I found Oswestry to be a very smart little 
market town and I was very impressed with 
what they have been doing there and how they 
have tidied it up. 

“It seems to me to be a vibrant little town. 

“The biggest area of change was around 
where the railway station was which has been 
altered beyond recognition, although in differ¬ 
ent parts of the town there were a lot of build-

ings which were the same.” Places featured in 
the book, which has 180 illustrations, include 
New Street, with a view from perhaps around 
1960, looking towards the old Century Cinema, 
which Mr Trumper says in the book closed on 
January 4, 1966, becoming a Granada Bingo 
Club. His modern picture of the street shows 
it is now a Wilko store. 

Another view in the book shows the Cros¬ 


ville bus depot, which Mr Trumper writes had 
been a drill hall before becoming a bus depot 
in 1933. His “now” picture shows it has disap¬ 
peared, and the site is a car park for an Aldi 
store. 

However, the building that stood next to the 
depot and was the offices and printing works 
of the Border Counties Advertizer still stands. 

Despite many changes, there are some views 


in the centre of town which have changed little 
in over 100 years or more, one example being 
Cross Street, where Mr Trumper’s compari¬ 
son shot featuring the impressive old National 
Provincial Bank and Llwyd’s Mansion is dif¬ 
ferent only in the names of the shops and the 
dress of the Oswestrians in the street.

Attacks on 
999 staff on 
the increase 

ATTACKS on ambulance staff in the 
West Midlands have almost doubled in 
five years - but just 20 per cent of offend¬ 
ers had been punished by police and the 
courts. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
workers suffered 325 physical assaults in 
2017/18, up from 175 in 2012/13. 

But of the 1,597 attacks across the six 
years, just 20 per cent led to police or 
court action. Civil actions such as warn¬ 
ing letters were sent out in 10 per cent 
of the cases. The figures have come from 
union GMB, which has compiled the 
number of attacks from all ambulance 
services in the country. 

Examples of violent attacks reported 
by GMB members include being bitten, 
stabbed and having blood spat at them by 
drug users. 

A survey by the union of 500 ambu¬ 
lance staff across the UK also found 37 
per cent had considered leaving their 
job due to the threat of violence. And 21 
per cent of ambulance staff had to take 
sick leave due to violent assaults. Kevin 
Brandstatter, GMB NHS National Of¬ 
ficer, said: “No one should be told that 
facing violence is just ‘part of the job’. 

“The number of attacks faced by am¬ 
bulance workers as they try to save lives 
is beyond unacceptable. Our members do 
their jobs with complete professionalism 
- but everyone has their breaking point. 
As lone working becomes more common 
and cuts to services bite, ambulance 
workers are increasingly vulnerable to 
violence.” 

Dog detained 
by police for 
over two years 

A POLICE force has detained a dog in 
kennels for over two years as part of an 
ongoing inquiry. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has not given full 
details as to why the animal is being held, 
but insisted it was related to an ongoing 
case. 

No decision has been made by the force 
as to whether or not the animal will be 
destroyed, returned to its owner or re¬ 
homed. 

The dog’s situation was highlighted 
in an investigation into costs of enforc¬ 
ing the 1991 Dangerous Dogs Act. The 
investigation found animals suspected 
of being pit bull terrier types were rou¬ 
tinely detained for periods of longer than 
14 weeks. In 2017, just over 2,000 dogs 
were detained by police, the vast majority 
under the Dangerous Dogs Act, according 
to 29 forces in England and Wales which 
responded to a Freedom of Information 
request. 

Around 330 were taken because they 
were suspected of being a dangerous 
breed, although they did not need to be 
out of control or a threat. It was also 
found Dyfed-Powys Police was responsi¬ 
ble for the longest detention period. 

Tenants’ work to 
be recognised 

AWARDS have opened in Powys to cele¬ 
brate the positive difference housing ten¬ 
ants make to their communities. 

Powys County Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, Councillor James Evans 
said: “The awards, which replace the 
annual garden competition, will see ten¬ 
ants being acknowledged for being a good 
neighbour, taking pride in their home or 
estate, for carrying out volunteer work or 
just going the extra mile.”

Taking to the skies is a 
perfect peaceful pastime

GLIDING through the skies over 
stunning scenery has become 
the perfect pastime for scores 
of aviation fans who are part of a 
unique club in south Shropshire. 

Gliders started launching from the 
west facing ridge of the Long Mynd as 
early as 1930 and the Midland Gliding 
Club was officially founded in 1934. 

Except for a short cessation of operations 
during the war the club has operated non 
stop ever since. 

It currently boasts 120 members and is 
hoping to boost this number. 

The club, near Church Stretton, has a 
fleet of seven gliders - all without engines - 
which use cutting edge aerodynamics. 

Gliding has come far from the days of 
early aviation when pioneers flew gliders 
made of wood and canvas. 

Jon Hall, a former chairman of the club 
and a member of nearly 30 years, said: 
“They would bring them up to the top of 
hills like this. 

“They would literally push them off the 
edge. 

Winches 

“Later on they developed bungee launch¬ 
ing, which we still do. Now we use winches 
here.” 

At the club, two winches with a cable 
running in-between them are used to 
launch the gliders. 

The main winch pulls in the cable, which 
is attached to the glider using a rope. 

It causes the glider to accelerate from 
nought to 60mph in about 2.5 seconds be¬ 
fore launching into a steep climb. 

Mr Hall said using this method, which 
also involves the use of a retrieve winch, 
means the club can launch about 20 gliders 
an hour if it wishes. 

The 67-year-old started gliding when he 
was 38 and has clocked up 2,300 hours in 
the air. Members of the club range in age 
from 13 to a 90-year-old man who is cur¬ 
rently taking lessons. “We encourage mem¬ 
bers to bring their families along,” Mr Hall 
said. 

“The young children get used to being 
on an airfield and around aircraft and then 
they start flying quite young. 

“We start flying young people at the age 
of 12. They can go solo at 14. They can fly a 
glider before taking a driving test. 

“It’s a friendly club. There’s beautiful 
views and wonderful members.” 

Before flying solo, people must pass 
a series of tests and gain a certificate of 
competence issued by the British Gliding 
Association.

Memorial unveiled for town 
war hero Harold Whitfield

A WAR hero who captured a Turk¬ 
ish machine gun post on his own 
has been honoured with a new me¬ 
morial. 

Harold Whitfield from Oswestry served 
in the King’s Shropshire Light Infantry 
and battled to capture the machine gun 
during service in 1918. 

His bravery was rewarded with the Victoria 
Cross. 

And now, in a poignant ceremony, he has 
been honoured with a special commemorative 
paving stone officially unveiled in Oswestry’s 
Cae Glas Park. 

It comes as part of a scheme from the gov¬ 
ernment, which has provided paving stones to 
be laid on the 100th anniversary of each soldier 
who was awarded the Victoria Cross during 
the First World War. 

Members of Harold Whitfield’s family at¬ 
tended the ceremony. And schoolchildren 
were also there to pay tribute to a man they 
had learned about in their history lessons. Mr 
Whitfield’s daughter Dorothy was among those 
attending the event. 

The 84-year-old said her father never spoke 
about his time in the war, but that it was a 
source of immense pride to the family. 

She said: “He was very brave. 

“I am very pleased and so proud that this 
memorial has been unveiled.” 

Prayers and the blessing of the stone were 
led by Padre Edward Ward and the Vicar of 
Oswestry, the Reverend Harvey Gibbons. 

Lieutenant Colonel (Retired) Ian Sawyers 
attended the ceremony as did Oswestry Mayor, 
Councillor Vince Hunt, with dozens of other 
people also in attendance. 

A number of senior officers from the Kings 
Shropshire Light Infantry and Yeomanry also 
attended the occasion as well as a number of 
other representatives. 

Full name Harold Edwards Whitfield, he was 
awarded the cross in 1918, becoming the 945th 
recipient of the highest medal of valour. 

Military historian Richard Pursehouse is 
researching the lives all all VC recipients in 
the Midlands for a book he is writing and has 
uncovered some fascinating facts about Harold 
Whitfield. 

He joined the Shropshire Yeomanry from his 
home in the town in 1908 and was mobilised in 
August 1914, first seeing action in Palestine. 

In March 1917 the Yeomanry morphed with 
the Cheshire Yeomanry to become the 10th 
Battalion King’s Shropshire Light Infantry. 


In March 1918 during the Battle of Tel 
Asur the regiment captured the hill of Birj-el- 
Lisaneh. 

Recognising a Turkish counter-attack was 
about to overrun the battalion’s positions 
on the left flank Mr Whitfield attacked sin¬ 
gle-handed a Turkish machine gun position, 
turned through 180 degrees and unleashed a 
scything arc of bullets at advancing Turkish 
reinforcements. 

The attack failed and Mr Whitfield captured 
a second machine gun. 

King George presented Sergeant Whitfield 
with his medal at Leeds in May 1918 and an 
open-topped motor car parade and civic recep¬ 
tion were organised by Oswestry Corporation 
for Mr Whitfield’s homecoming visit in June 


1918. Mr Whitfield proudly carried the Shrop¬ 
shire Yeomanry standard during the July 19, 
1919 Peace March in London, his Victoria 
Cross resplendent on his chest. 

After the war he continued his military ser¬ 
vice, rising to the rank of Squadron Sergeant 
Major, retiring in 1936 after 28 years of service 
to his country. 

He returned to Oswestry and joined the 
Tanat Side Harriers based at Maesbrook. Reg¬ 
ularly seen with another Victoria Cross recip¬ 
ient from Oswestry, Brigadier-General John 
‘Tally Ho VC’ Vaughan Campbell on hunts and 
civic functions, he settled into a life of farming. 

Mr Whitfield was killed in a collision be¬ 
tween his bicycle and an army vehicle in De¬ 
cember 1956. 


He was cycling from his work at the Express 
Dairies in Whittington to Oswestry when the 
accident happened. 

His war medals were later the subject of an 
astonishing turn in the story. 

They had been kept by his family in a secure 
vault at Midland Bank (HSBC) in Oswestry. 

But they disappeared in 1977. 

A bank worker from Holywell was convicted 
of stealing the Victoria Cross and attempting 
to sell it to a dealer who become suspicious and 
contacted the police. 

Sergeant Whitfield’s son John presented to 
the Shropshire Regimental Museum his fa¬ 
ther’s medals and other items, on the under¬ 
standing the medal would be on permanent 
display in Shrewsbury Castle. 







































Early prisoner release scheme 'causing confusion’ 


PRISONERS are confused by the new home 
detention curfew, early release scheme a 
Shropshire law expert has said. 

The Government’s decision earlier this year 
to order prison governors in England and Wales 
to review the cases of all prisoners refused early 
release under the curfew scheme has been met 
with concern within the legal profession. 

Worries about the mental well-being of pris¬ 
oners and their families who have been left in 
a state of confusion after having their hopes of 
release previously thwarted and now raised, 


has been voiced by Emma Simoes, a partner 
with Shropshire and North Wales law firm 
GHP Legal. 

She said the firm has received a number of 
enquiries from prisoners and members of their 
families asking for the regulations and condi¬ 
tions for release to be explained and for advice 
because their applications for release were re¬ 
fused. 

She said: “The Home Detention Curfew 
Scheme applies to all prisoners serving a sen¬ 
tence of between three months and four years 


who qualify - some prisoners are statutorily 
excluded from the scheme. 

“They can serve their remaining time at 
home, under strict monitoring, once part of 
their sentence has been served. 

“They are required to wear an electronic tag 
and their time outside of home is limited and 
restricted. 

“They can be released between two weeks 
and 120 days early, depending on the length of 
their sentence, and after being risk assessed by 
the Probation Service. 


“The assessment process and number of 
forms that need to be completed can also be 
daunting. 

“We are being approached for support in sub¬ 
mitting applications and making representa¬ 
tions as well as looking at applications that 
have been denied and advising whether or not 
those decisions should be challenged, and in 
what way. 

“If people in this area have concerns they can 
come and talk to us before making any deci¬ 
sions.”

to step in over 
hearings switch 


SHROPSHIRE’S magistrates have been 
asked to intervene over a decision to 
move the county’s remand hearings to 
Kidderminster. 

The county’s Defence Solicitors’ Associa¬ 
tion has written an open letter to Justices of 
the Peace outlining their concerns over the 
changes - including increased costs for the 
taxpayer. 

The changes, introduced earlier this year, mean 
that anyone remanded in custody or who hands 
themselves in on a warrant or breach of bail, will 
have their case heard outside the county. 

Because there is only one van which takes pris¬ 
oners to Kidderminster for the hearings, people 
who surrender after about 7.30am are held in a cell 
until the next day. 

Rethink 

The region’s police and crime commissioner John 
Campion also wants a rethink. 

The solicitors’ association letter states: “Every 
defence lawyer in Shropshire opposed the scheme 
and predicted that it would cause unnecessary ex¬ 
pense for family members, extra expense to taxpay¬ 
ers for the additional costs of transportation, extra 
expense for the police in overnight ‘hotel’ accom¬ 
modation for prisoners who were not put on the 
morning prison van and extra expense for defence 
lawyers and the legal aid fund. 

“These fears have all been borne out by our ex¬ 
perience over this last month.” 

John McMillan, one of the county’s most expe¬ 
rienced defence advocates, described the situation 
as a shambles.

He said: “I am a full-time advocate in court every 
day of the week and I can see what is going on and 
it is a complete mess, a complete waste of time, and 
a complete and utter waste of public money.” 

“It is also a complete waste of police time be¬ 
cause they are being paid to babysit prisoners for 
24 hours.” 

Mr McMillan of White, McMillan and Bennett, 
said there is also a risk of people who breach bail 
being let off because they are not taken to court 
within the 24 hour time limit - something the Min¬ 
istry of Justice has denied. 

He said: “If it is a bail breach they have to bring 
you before a court within 24 hours of your arrest 
for it or release you and you have a couple of situa¬ 
tions where people have been breached on bail, one 
where they took him down to Kidderminster but 
they could not get him on the bus and then when 
they got him there the next day they had to let him 
walk out.” 

A spokesman for the Courts and Tribunal Ser¬ 
vice said: “We are investing over £1 billion to re¬ 
form and modernise the justice system - to deliver 
swifter justice and provide better value for the tax¬ 
payer. 

“Following a public consultation, remand cases 
were moved from Telford to Kidderminster Magis¬ 
trates Court to improve listings and trial manage¬ 
ment at Telford.” 

The spokesman for the court service added: 
“There is no evidence to suggest that there has 
been a significant increase in the numbers of de¬ 
fendants awaiting an available court, or that cases 
are not being heard within 24 hours.” 


Shake-up leaves vulnerable 
without support, says solicitor 


MENTAL health provision for 
the vulnerable who have been ar¬ 
rested and charged has changed 
under the shake-up of the courts 
system in Shropshire. 

Previously anyone arrested 
and held on remand were able to 
access mental health care prior 
to their appearance in magis¬ 
trates courts in Telford and 
Shrewsbury. 

But now that the majority of 
the legal work has been moved 
to Kidderminster, this service is 


no longer available. Leading law¬ 
yer Stephen Scully from Shrews¬ 
bury-based Lanyon Bowdler 
Solicitors said the changes meant 
that once appearing in court, if 
bailed, it could lead to vulnerable 
people being released on to the 
streets of Kidderminster, unable 
to access help and were a risk to 
themselves and others. 

He said: “What we find now is 
that highly vulnerable people are 
now being arrested and charged 
and are being sent to Kiddermin¬ 


ster where they are without the 
help and advice of people who 
know them, know their back¬ 
grounds and understand their, 
sometimes, complex needs. In 
the past these people may have 
been arrested for creating a pub¬ 
lic nuisance. They were then able 
to get in touch with the Crim¬ 
inal Justice Liaison Team who 
helped them once they appeared 
at court. 

“This is not the case now and 
this is very concerning.” 


Hundreds of cruelty cases reported to RSPCA 


THE RSPCA was called to investigate more than 1,300 com¬ 
plaints of animal cruelty in Shropshire last year - with four new 
cases reported every day. 

The charity’s annual cruelty statistics revealed that 1,348 
complaints of animal cruelty in the county were investigated by 
its inspectors during 2017. 

This amounts to 2.77 cases per 1,000 population, well above 
the average for England and Wales of 2.53 per 1,000. 

Cases investigated in Shropshire included that of a cat in 
Oswestry that was snared in a crude home-made trap because a 
neighbour didn’t like it straying into his garden. 

An abandoned Shar Pei dog found wandering the streets in 


Bridgnorth was in such poor condition that it could not be saved. 

Dogs made up the biggest share of the calls, accounting for 
737 cases, followed by 295 for cats and 136 for horses and don¬ 
keys. 

Kelly Lake, the RSPCA’s chief inspector for the county, said 
she was shocked by some of the cases of cruelty the charity had 
to deal with. 

She said: “Animal cruelty horrifies much of today’s society 
and this figure tells us that there are suffering animals in the 
county who need our help every day. 

“It is shocking that people can be capable of such deliberate 
brutality towards animals, but equally it drives us on to ensure 


that perpetrators of animal cruelty are put before the courts.” 
She said the charity depended on information from the public 
not only to give a voice to animals in desperate need but also to 
help its officers bring abusers to justice. 

“Our officers are under increased pressure, having to respond 
to more calls and investigate more complaints, but it is thanks 
to their dedication, as well as RSPCA staff and volunteers that 
we are able to transform the lives of thousands of animals in 
Shropshire each year,” she added. 

The highest number of complaints investigated were in 
Greater London (11,259), followed by Greater Manchester 
(7,472) and then West Yorkshire (6,969). 


Investigation 19 
launched into 
data breach 

PATIENTS at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital had their personal information re¬ 
leased without their permission. 

The trust running the hospital has re¬ 
ported a data breach involving patients 
who were involved in a long-standing study 
and an investigation has been launched 
after bosses reported the breach to the In¬ 
formation Commissioner’s Office. 

The breach was revealed in a report 
to Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group’s governance board. 

It is not yet known how many patients 
were affected by the breach but the hospi¬ 
tal says it is contacting those involved to 
explain what has happened and to apolo¬ 
gise. 

Mark Brandreth, chief executive, said: 

“We take the protection of patient data 
very seriously and a full investigation into 
this incident is under way. 

“At present we understand from our in¬ 
itial scoping that a limited amount of data 
relating to some patients in a long-standing 
study may be involved. 

“We are still in the process of establish¬ 
ing precisely what data has been affected 
by this incident. We will be contacting 
affected patients to explain what has hap¬ 
pened and apologise. It would be inappro¬ 
priate for us to comment further until this 
has taken place.”

Special Inspector Giles George, along 
with his horses Huey and Butler, will be 
joined by other members of the Specials on 
Horseback team to offer safety advice to 
riders and highlight opportunities of vol¬ 
unteering for the force. 

SI George said: “The Spring Festival is 
a very popular event, and a great engage¬ 
ment opportunity for us. As well as talking 
about road safety among horse riders, we 
will be spreading the word about the Spe¬ 
cial Constabulary and the opportunities it 
can offer. 

“Last May we launched the Specials on 
Horseback scheme at the event, which sees 
volunteer officers patrol remote areas on 
horses. There has been a huge amount of 
interest in the initiative, and we are happy 
to answer any questions people might 
have.” 

The Specials will be based opposite the 
Welsh Cob Building. 
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Out-of-hours GP locations could change 
as part of service revamp, report claims 


THE locations used for an out-of-hours GP 
service in Shropshire could change depending 
on the outcome of a tender process. 

Shropdoc currently provides the service but 
its contract with Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin Clinical Commissioning Groups ends 
on September 30, and the new contract is up 
for grabs. 

Ludlow, Whitchurch and Bridgnorth com¬ 
munity hospitals, Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital are cur¬ 
rently used as bases to provide the service. 

But a report to Shropshire CCG’s govern¬ 
ing body, which met last week, says this may 
change if the successful bidder cannot secure 
an agreement with existing providers.

A report to the board by Nicky Wilde, direc¬ 
tor of primary care, says: “It is not envisaged 
that the range of services or the manner in 
which they are provided will be affected. 

“As a result of the procurement there could 
be a change to the location of services across 
the county, however the procurement has re¬ 
quested that due attention is given to ensure 
that patient access is in line with current ac¬ 
cess arrangements. 

“Should the locations change (and this 
would require CCG agreement) extensive 
communications will be undertaken to inform 


patient awareness of where to access ser¬ 
vices. Patients being directed to face-to-face 
consultations through 111 will be advised of 
the relevant location to attend at the time of 
calling.” It says that Shropshire CCG would 
require providers to ensure “continuity of an 
equitable geographical spread of bases” and 
locations of treatment centres would need to 
be established based on patient and population 
requirements. 

A decision on which organisation will run 
the GP out-of-hours service is expected to be 
made in the summer. 

It emerged last recently that Shropdoc has 
partnered with Shropshire Community Health 
NHS Trust (Shropcom) in a bid to win the new 


contract for the county. They will jointly ten¬ 
der for the new integrated urgent care service. 

Last year, Shropdoc revealed it was facing 
its most serious financial situation in more 
than 20 years, although it was later announced 
that it had developed a financial recovery plan. 

Shropcom is also expected to be acquired 
by another organisation this year, with two 
trusts in the frame - Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust and South Staffordshire 
and Shropshire Healthcare NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

Dr Russell Muirhead, chairman of Shropdoc, 
said both organisations were passionate about 
high quality patient care in the community 
setting.

Millions beingi 
spent to hire 
agency staff 

AN NHS trust is spending millions on 
medical agency staff, an investigation has 
revealed. 

Shrewsbury & Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust has spent between £6 million and £7 
million on locum doctors annually for the 
past five years, a Freedom of Information 
request has disclosed. 

Bosses at the trust said the challenges 
of operating on two major sites in Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford had created the need to 
bring in temporary staff. 

They have spoken in recent months 
of the challenge of staffing accident and 
emergency departments at both Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hospital and Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. Ophthalmology ser¬ 
vices have also been hit by staff shortages. 

Medical director Edwin Borman said: 
“We provide care on two acute hospital 
sites with some duplication of services 
between these. We’ve had a number of 
workforce challenges which has been re¬ 
flected in its need for locum doctors. We’ve 
worked hard on recruitment and the re¬ 
tention of staff and we’re a success in 
many specialisms.” 

The hospital trust is aiming to invest 
more money into junior doctors and health 
care professionals to cut these costs. 

£1m upgrade 
for theatres 

UP to £1 million will be spent upgrading 
hospital theatres and making improve¬ 
ments to eye treatment services in Shrop¬ 
shire, health bosses have announced. 

The move would see the number of eye 
operations carried out treble from 40 to 
120 a week. 

The eye department at Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust is now based 
in a new facility in the Copthorne Building 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of the 
trust, said work will be taking place this 
year to upgrade theatres in the building 
which will allow SaTH to triple the num¬ 
ber of operations it carries out in the fu¬ 
ture. A recovery and inpatient area will 
also be created. 

It follows a crisis that has seen eye pa¬ 
tients face delays in treatment because 
of a shortage of staff. The trust’s oph¬ 
thalmology department temporarily sus¬ 
pended referrals for glaucoma last year to 
clear a backlog. 

Mr Wright said between £850,000 and 
£1 million will be invested. The new facil¬ 
ities could be in use as early as October. 

Health summit 
for professionals 

A HEALTH conference believed to be the 
first of its kind in the county for nurses, 
midwives and healthcare professionals 
has taken place at Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital this week. 

The quality team at Shropshire Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group worked with 
Telford and Wrekin CCG and Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust to hold 
the Partners in Care Conference on Tues¬ 
day.

INVESTIGATIONS are under way 
to find out how many women in 
Shropshire have been affected by 
the NHS breast cancer screening 
failure. 

The trust running Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals is looking at how many 
women in the county were affected by 
the NHS computer error, which led to 
450,000 people missing out on their final 
routine breast cancer screening. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt told the 
House of Commons that hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of women aged between 68 and 71 had 
not been sent invitations for the scans since 
2009 because of a computer error. 

He said the mistake could have led to the 
death of up to 270 women. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said the 
trust was now taking action to find out how 
many women in the county have been affected. 

Intervening 

Addressing a trust board meeting, he said: 
“We are taking immediate action to make sure 
we are intervening with any patients who may 
have been affected through this national com¬ 
puter error. We hadn’t known this problem 
was existing.” 

He said the trust was investigating to find 
out the impact the error has had on women lo¬ 
cally, and is awaiting information about those 
who could have been affected. 

Mr Wright said the trust should know 
quickly, and the people concerned will then be 
contacted. 

He said SaTH will then put additional 
support in place, which could mean inviting 
women to a screening or some other course of 
action. 

Mr Wright said: “We will move quickly to 
put actions in place so we can reassure peo¬ 
ple.” 

Women aged between 50 and 70 are sup¬ 
posed to be invited for a mammogram every 
three years. 

An independent review has been launched 
into the failure. 

Thousands of calls have been made to a 
helpline since the news emerged.

A BOSS at the trust that runs Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals has welcomed the appoint¬ 
ment of its first A&E consultant in more than 
five years. 

Nigel Lee, chief operating officer at Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said 
the trust has also received a number of job ap¬ 
plications for middle grade doctor roles - an¬ 
other area it has struggled to recruit to. 

He told a meeting of SaTH’s trust board 
that the job interviews are imminent. He said:

WINDOW boxes can bring a touch of 
glamour to any window sill and provide 
everyone with the opportunity of growing 
flowers, veg and herbs outdoors, without 
the need for a garden. 

When planting up your window box, there are 
a few things you need to bear in mind. A win¬ 
dow-box looks best if it fits as exactly as possible 
to the size of the window and whatever type or 
style you use, make sure it is securely anchored. 

Ensure your container has drainage holes, and the 
same goes for any plastic liner you are using (impor¬ 
tant for wooden window boxes as liners protect against 
rotting or warping due to prolonged contact with wet 
soil). 

Plants will use up the limited nutrients in compost 
quite quickly, so mix slow-release fertiliser granules 
into the compost when planting - this will gradually 
release nutrients throughout the growing season for a 
brilliant display. 

Make sure that your window boxes are easily acces¬ 
sible from either side. 

They will need frequent watering and tending, es¬ 
pecially in the summer months, so it’s important they 
are easy to reach. 

To stop your window boxes drying out quickly, water 
them regularly and consider incorporating water-re¬ 
taining gel into your planting medium. 

Boxes that seem to be overflowing with flowers pro¬ 
vide a more beautiful and natural look so go for cas¬ 
cading plants to soften edges, and plant flowers close 
together so that they appear to be bursting with foli¬ 
age. 

Lush 

For a suitably lush effect you need plenty of leaf so 
include at least one good foliage variety in each plant 
mix. 

Annuals and tender perennials such as sun loving 
petunias, lobelia, fragrant nicotiana and night scented 
stocks usually grow for a year before being discarded 
so they don’t require much root space. 

Half-hardy perennials, such as geraniums, are per¬ 
fectly at home growing in containers and, if you dead¬ 
head regularly, they’ll provide continuous blooms for 
months. 

If your kitchen window box is in the sun, then you 
can grow a variety of edible plants such as dwarf toma¬ 
toes, lettuce and peppers, as well as herbs like thyme, 
chives, parsley, and sage. 

Many of us will have some, if not all, windowsills 
that are in shade for the best part of the day so shade 
lovers such as ivy, hart’s tongue and ferns are a good 
choice. 

The beauty of window boxes is that with a mixture 
of perennial and annual plants you can have a seasonal 
makeover to keep everything looking fresh. 

Summer planting can include french marigolds, be¬ 
gonias, busy lizzies, and fuschias with trailing sweet 
peas or lobelia. 

For winter selections try combining dwarf skimmia 
japonica, hellebores, cyclamen and winter heather. 

If pots and containers are just part of your outside 
space then here are some gardening tips for this month 
from the RHS (Royal Horticultural Society)... 

• Plant out seedlings and young plants 

• Watering and weeding 

• Start spraying roses to stop black spot and mildew 

• Fast growing hedges will need a trim 

• Plant hanging baskets and containers 

• Plant salad leaves seeds 

• Tie up climbers 

• Feed spring bulbs for next year 

• Plant out tomatoes

Green energy is ‘helping to set new records’ 



AN energy expert has welcomed the UK Grid’s new record 
of not generating electricity from coal for more than three 
days last month. 

Ron Fox was commenting after Britain used only power 
from wind and gas from 10am on April 21 until the after¬ 
noon of April 25. 

At the same time the country celebrated its first two-day 
period without using any power from fossil fuels. 

“These are very encouraging statistics and show we 
are going in the right direction towards using renewable 
sources,” said Mr Fox, of Noreus Ltd on University of Keele 
Science and Innovation Park. “But there is still much work 
to be done as the first record was helped partly by using 
gas, another fossil fuel.” 

He pointed out that coal now supplies less than seven per 
cent of our electricity and the Government has promised to 
phase out all coal-fired power stations by 2025. However, 
gas generates 40 per cent and this fuels most of our domes¬ 
tic heating. 

Also he added that the use of all sources of renewable 
energy, such as wind, solar, biomass and hydropower, beat 
fossil fuels on only 23 days in all of 2017. 

However, he added it was not all bad news as the increas¬ 
ing use of renewable power helped break 13 clean energy 
records in 2017. 

In April last year Britain had its first 24 hours without 
using any coal power since the Industrial Revolution in the 


19th century while in June 2017 wind, nuclear and solar 
power generated more energy than gas and coal combined 
for the first time ever. 

With the UK halving its carbon emissions from electric¬ 
ity since 2012 it now has the fourth cleanest power system 
in Europe and the seventh worldwide. 

But Mr Fox said the country is still using nearly eight 
times more gas than coal and it has to buy the former on 
the more volatile international markets. 

Also it was nowhere near the targets of the 2008 Climate 
Change Act to which the Government signed up to, prom¬ 
ising to reduce the 1990 levels of greenhouse gas emissions 
by 80 per cent by 2050. 

The green energy expert called on the Government to 
give more support for onshore wind and solar power and 
batteries. 

“They provide the cleanest and cheapest energy as well 
as giving new jobs and fairer bills and helping store power 
for homes and businesses.” 

But he also said that householders could cut their car¬ 
bon footprint now by insulating and draught-proofing their 
homes. 

Around seven million properties in the UK have solid 
walls with little or no insulation. 

Yet spray foaming the loft, inside walls and the outside 
walls can also cut bills by up to 45 per cent and reduce 
heating bills. 


The perfect place for a 
calorie-burning workout 



General gardening duties can help burn a surprising amount of calories, according to a new study 



Raking is good for the garden - and for you Gardening is a less traditional cardio workout opportunity

BRITS are burning a whopping 
51,428 calories a year in the gar¬ 
den, according to a new study. 

Research commissioned by Argos 
found that the average green-fingered 
adult spends almost five more hours 
a week working out, compared to 
non-gardeners. 

Gardening can have a great impact on 
fitness, wellbeing and even sleep, the study 
found. 

Some 78 per cent of regular gardeners 
claim it reduces their stress levels and 80 
per cent report better nights in the land of 
nod. 

The study also found the average 
green-fingered Brit can burn 632 more cal¬ 
ories (compared with non-gardeners) per 
month. 

Gardening expert David Domoney, who’s 
partnered with Argos to develop a Recom¬ 
mended Daily Allowance for gardening, of 
30 minutes a day, said: “Most people enjoy 
working in their garden, because it gives 
them a mental boost. 

“Digging, tilling [breaking up the top 
layer of soil] and planting can be extremely 
therapeutic, and gives people a chance to 
think while working outside, which is enjoy¬ 
able in its own right. But we were surprised 
to see just how much physical exertion it 
takes to do certain garden tasks, particu¬ 
larly things like pushing a lawnmower or 
digging. 

So, which jobs burn the most calories? 

1. Mowing the lawn 

Pushing a mower up and down the lawn 
for 35 minutes can use up 200 calories. 

2. Weeding 

Pulling up stubborn weeds for 35 minutes 
can burn 158 calories. 

3. Digging 

Digging is a great cardio workout and an 
excellent way to de-stress. You can burn up 
to 250 calories an hour when digging heavy 
soil (but don’t overdo it if you have a bad 
back). 

4. Raking 

Raking is vital to let your lawn and plants 
breathe - and it’ll work your upper body, 
and burns about 120 calories in 30 minutes.

DIFFERENT MUSCLES 

Phil McCann, founder of Great Little 
Garden (greatlittlegarden.co.uk), offers the 
following tips to avoid injury... 

Warm-up 

Just like all exercise, warm-up before 
launching yourself into an intensive cal¬ 
orie-burning session. It’s so easy to pull a 
back muscle on a cold, spring morning by 
grabbing the spade and plunging in deep. 
Stretches work best - start gently with 
whatever exercise you do, working up a 
sweat as you warm-up. 

Start with a plan 

In a conventional gym, you will have a 
workout plan. In the garden, plan to weed 


a bed and turn the compost, or dig over a 
veg plot and plant up a border. Plans focus 
the mind. 

Use the right tools 

Have the correct tools for the job you are 


doing. It will ease the strain on backs, arms, 
wrists and knees. Secateurs are great for 
cutting smaller branches, but loppers are 
the thing for thicker ones. Petrol mowers 
make light work of the lawn but for exer¬ 


cise purposes, think about a manual push 
version. 

Don’t overdo it 

Pain in any joints is your body telling you 
to have a think about what you are doing!

TWO aircraft crashed on airfields in Powys 
in two days, an investigation report has 
revealed. 

On February 5 at about 2.10pm, a plane 
veered off the runway at Welshpool Airport 
and ended up in a hedge after a brake is 
thought to have jammed during take-off. 

The previous day another light aircraft 
crashed at the private Lane Farm airstrip 
in Painscastle as a pilot came in to land. 

The report from the Air Accidents Inves¬ 
tigation Branch said both pilots escaped 
unharmed. 

The plane that crashed on February 5 
received damage to the engine, propeller 
and fuselage. 

The pilot of the plane was a 54-year-old 
man and the report states: “In hindsight, 
the pilot considered it possible that a more 
experienced pilot might have managed to 
bring the aircraft to a halt without hitting 
the hedge. He realised, given the period 
that had elapsed since his last flight, he 
should have considered asking an instruc¬ 
tor to accompany him for this flight.” 

The previous day a plane had bounced 
upon landing at the airstrip in Painscastle 
after the pilot approached the runway too 
high and too fast. 

It caused the nose of the plane to drop, 
leading to the propeller hitting the ground 
and the engine to cut out. 

Roadworks 
progressing 
well on A483 

ROADWORKS on a dangerous junction on 
a major road near Oswestry are progress¬ 
ing well according to contractors. 

Work began in March to install traffic 
lights at the A483 Maesbury Road junc¬ 
tion, where fatalities have occurred in re¬ 
cent years. 

Works are set to take five months to 
complete, however a spokesman for High¬ 
ways England said: “We continue to make 
good progress with work at the Maesbury 
Road junction and we’d like to thank peo¬ 
ple for their patience while this operation 
is taking place.” 

Highways England are improving the 
layout of the junction and installing traffic 
signals to smooth the flow of traffic, reduce 
queuing on either side of the A483 and 
improve safety for both pedestrians and 
motorists. 

An additional lane will be added in both 
the north and southbound directions and 
street lighting will also be upgraded, and 
drainage work is also taking place to re¬ 
duce flooding. The junction is the first in a 
series of works that are to be carried out on 
the A483/A5 around Oswestry. Shropshire 
Council recently won a bid for £9.3 million 
of funding to improve the traffic islands at 
Mile End and the Whittington junction on 
the bypass. 

Driver was over 
the drinks limit 

A TEENAGER has been handed a ban af¬ 
ter admitting being over the drink-driving 
limit. 

Joshua John Bennett, 19, of Parc Cara- 
dog, Trewern, drove on the A490 Welshpool 
to Guilsfield road after consuming alcohol. 

He gave a reading of 65 microgrammes 
in 100 millilitres of breath. The limit is 35. 

He was arrested on April 22, and Ben¬ 
nett appeared before Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court to face the charge on Tuesday 
last week. 

He pleaded guilty, and was fined £80 and 
banned from driving for 18 months. 

Bennett was also ordered to pay £85 
costs and a £30 victim surcharge.

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Town at centre of two 
abuse investigations 

With claims of child sexual exploitation in Telford being looked at 
by two inquiries Mark Andrews outlines the background to both

T elford & Wrekin Coun¬ 
cil’s own inquiry into 
child sexual exploita¬ 
tion was announced recent¬ 
ly amid growing calls for an 
investigation into allega¬ 
tions about child-sex gangs 
operating in the town. 

Lucy Allan, the MP for Telford, 
first called for a public inquiry 
in September 2016, saying that 
a victim had told her that many 
of the worst offenders were still 
walking the streets. 

She said an inquiry of a similar 
nature to the one Prof Alexis Jay 
had chaired in Rotherham was 
needed in Telford. 

Telford & Wrekin Council initially 
said such an inquiry was “unnec¬ 
essary” because it had already 
co-operated with three separate 
investigations, including an Ofsted 
inspection. 

However, in March this year, fol¬ 
lowing allegations in a national 
newspaper that up to 1,000 children 
may have been exploited by groom¬ 
ing gangs, council leader Council¬ 
lor Shaun Davies agreed an inquiry 
should be held, adding that the au¬ 
thority had “nothing 
to hide.”. 

But Councillor 
Davies said if such 
an inquiry was to 
have the confi¬ 
dence of the public, 
it would need to be 
called by the Gov¬ 
ernment rather than 
the council. 

“The way forward 
must now be a gov¬ 
ernment-commis¬ 
sioned independent 


inquiry, with terms of reference set 
by Government. 

“Any such inquiry commissioned 
by local agencies like the council or 
police could be seen as not being 
impartial. This must have complete 
independence.” 

The Home Office rejected Coun¬ 
cillor Davies’s call, and said it was 
up to the council to decide if it 
thought such a probe was neces¬ 
sary. 

Finally, at an emergency meet¬ 
ing of Telford & Wrekin Council last 
month, the authority unanimously 
agreed to hold its own inquiry. 

Councillor Lee Carter has been 
appointed to oversee the inquiry, it 
has been announced. 

In a series of outline proposals 
that went before the council’s cab¬ 
inet recently, it was proposed that a 
cross-party advisory group should 
be appointed to determine the di¬ 
rection of the inquiry. The group will 
be made up of six councillors, two 
from each of the main parties on the 
council, to ensure impartiality. 

Councillor Davies says he still has 
concerns an inquiry commissioned 
by the council will be limited in both 
its powers and its ability to give vic¬ 
tims the answers they deserve. 

“However, we are 
absolutely com¬ 
mitted to ensuring 
that the process is 
as thorough and 
as independent as 
it possibly can be,” 
he says. 

A sum of 
£350,000 will ini¬ 
tially be set aside, 
although Council¬ 
lor Davies says it is 
difficult to know the 
final cost. 


T he Independent In¬ 
quiry into Child Sexu¬ 
al Abuse was set up in 
2014 by Theresa May, who 
was then Home Secretary. 

It was called in the wake of the 
Jimmy Savile scandal, in which 
the late DJ was accused of sexu¬ 
ally abusing hundreds of children. 

Subsequent inquiries revealed 
claims of widespread abuse by 
a number of high-profile figures 
stretching back decades, and al¬ 
leged failures by public bodies to 
protect the children concerned. 

Last month, amid growing calls 
for an inquiry into reports of child 
sexual exploitation in Telford, it 
was revealed that The Truth Pro¬ 
ject, an area of the inquiry which 
gives victims a voice, will be com¬ 
ing to the town.Professionals will 
visit Telford to give victims the op¬ 
portunity to anonymously share 
their experiences. 

The inquiry, launched in July 
2014, got off to a troubled start. Its 
first two chairmen, Baroness But- 
ler-Sloss and Dame Fiona Woolf, 
quit shortly after their appoint¬ 
ment following claims they were 
too close to the establishment. 

The initial aim 
was to focus on 
how mainly pub¬ 
lic bodies, such 
as the BBC, the 
police, and the 
NHS, had carried 
out their duties to 
protect children in 
their care. It did not 
extend to investi¬ 
gating individual 
cases of abuse, 
although Baron¬ 
ess Butler-Sloss 
said she would 


be willing to hear of such cases. 
While the main scope of the inves¬ 
tigation was on public sector bod¬ 
ies, its panel was open to hearing 
about the conduct of private com¬ 
panies, political parties and secu¬ 
rity services. 

Following Dame Fiona’s resig¬ 
nation in October 2014, the panel 
was disbanded and the inquiry 
was relaunched, this time with 
statutory powers to compel peo¬ 
ple to give evidence. To address 
claims it was too close to the es¬ 
tablishment, Mrs May appointed 
New Zealand judge Dame Lowell 
Goddard as its third chairman. 

Justice Goddard announced in 
2015 that the inquiry would inves¬ 
tigate 12 separate areas, including 
Lambeth and Rochdale councils, 
the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
churches, as well as schools and 
young offenders’ institutions. The 
internet, the Houses of Parliament 
and “child exploitation by organ¬ 
ised networks” were also includ¬ 
ed. 

Justice Goddard said the scale 
of the inquiry meant it could take 
up to five years. 

The process would be divided 
into three areas - public hearings, 
expert research, 
and The Truth Pro¬ 
ject, which victims 
are invited to give 
their accounts of 
what happened. 

Goddard herself 
resigned in 2016, 
citing the distance 
from New Zealand, 
and was replaced 
by Prof Alexis Jay, 
who had previously 
chaired an inquiry 
into sex abuse in 
Rotherham. 




Violent game 
rakes in more 
than Star Wars

IS it a bird? Is it a plane? No, it’s 
a masked thug hurling a grenade 
at the doors of an upended secu¬ 
rity truck that he and his pal are 
about to rob. 

A typical scene from Grand Theft 
Auto y which takes gamers into a 
world where society has deteriorated 
into a bonkers, kill-or-be-killed free- 
for-all. 

The aim of the game is to carry out heists, 
steal cars and enact brutal revenge killings. 

Anyone who gets in the way is likely to 
be murdered using any one of an array of 
state-of-the-art guns - and that includes in¬ 
nocent civilians and cops. 

Despite its vicious brutality, only a fool 
would believe that everyone who plays GTA 
V falls into the game’s “18+” age category. 

It’s enough to make the average parent

long for the days when Pac Man and Mario 
Kart ruled the roost. 

But while GTA V may well be one of the 
most violent and controversial pieces of 
entertainment ever to be unleashed on an 
unsuspecting public, it has also made the 
most money. 

The fifth version of the Rockstar Games 
production was released in 2013 and has 
now reportedly seen its takings top $6 bil¬ 
lion (£4.2 billion) worldwide. That’s double 
the amount brought in by the highest gross¬ 
ing films ever - including the Star Wars and 
Superman franchises - and that’s taking 
DVD sales into account. 

“Since its launch in 2013, GTA V has 
sold 90 million units, putting its total haul 
for publisher Take-Two Interactive in the 
neighbourhood of $6 billion,” market ana¬ 
lyst Doug Creutz said. 

The video game, which is set in the fic¬ 
tional state of San Andreas, remains pop¬ 
ular following the release of downloadable 
content packs. 

It was developed in Britain and is re-

garded as one of our most successful ex¬ 
ports. It broke industry records when it 
was released, earning $800 million (£560 
million) in its first day and $1 billion (£700 
million) in the first three days. 

“Videogames are a much better busi¬ 
ness than [movie] studios,” said KeyBanc 
analyst Evan Wingren. Though there are 
games which have sold more copies - such 
as world-building game Minecraft, which 
has sold 144 million units - GTA V has 
earned more overall due to its higher retail 
price. 

Only first-person shooter Call of Duty: 
Black Ops has come anywhere near to its 
market success 

The premium online edition, which was 
announced this week, costs £59.99, while 
the Xbox One and PS4 versions are even 
more pricey at £67.99. 

According to Andrew Taylor, from The 
Playstation Centre in Cradley Heath, the 
hefty price tag is offset by add ons that 
users can snap up for free. 

“They only bring one out every few years, 
but when they do it is a big deal for gam¬ 
ers,” he said. “It’s like the World Cup and 
everyone looks forward to it. 

“The makers have been very successful 
at keeping up the interest in the game by 
releasing new chapters every six months or 
so. 

“When other games do this they charge 
£20 for it, but GTA gives it away for noth¬ 
ing.” 

GTA V follows the criminal exploits of 
three characters in Los Santos - a fictional 
recreation of Los Angeles - in the wild and 
lawless (again fictional) state of San An¬ 
dreas. 

You get to roam around the state switch¬ 
ing between these winners - a middle-aged 
gangster coming out of retirement, a 
drug-addled lunatic, and a young gun just 
starting out in the criminal world. 

Unsurprisingly, and like earlier versions 
of the the game (GTA was first released in 
1997), it has been widely criticised for its ul¬ 
tra-violent content and less than flattering 
portrayal of women. 

But as far as Mr Taylor is concerned, the 
more controversial the content the more 
people are likely to want to see it. 

“You get prostitutes, you get extreme vi¬ 
olence... it is the worst of the worst as far 
as games are concerned,” he said. “There 
really has never been anything else like it. 

“But getting bad press has probably 
helped it’s success. 

“If you tell people something is bad and 
they shouldn’t play it, you will always get 
some who will do the opposite.”

KATE Winslet and Mariah Carey 
are among the celebrities who 
have helped to set a trend which 
sees baby bumps being turned 
into works of art. 

And now the craze has caught on 
in Shropshire, with mothers-to-be 
following in the footsteps of the stars 
by commissioning artists to decorate 
their pregnant bellies. 

Telford-based face painter Louie Croston 
runs Fantasy Castles, catering for chil¬ 
dren’s entertainment as well as corporate 
events. 

The 41-year-old mother-of-two has ex¬ 
panded the business she started in 2014 to 
include body art on baby bumps after re¬ 
ceiving requests. 

To create the temporary designs she uses 
water-based paints that are completely safe 
for pregnant women. 

Louie, who lives in Leegomery, says it can 
be a great way of remembering the special 
time and can be a fun way of announcing a 
pregnancy. 

She said: “When I was researching face 
painting I came across it and thought I’d 
like to give it a go. 

“I’ve done several of them now. It’s get¬ 
ting more popular.” 

Design 

She said most people who contact her 
usually have a design in mind but she is also 
happy to make suggestions. 

Most bump designs take around an hour 
to paint, depending on the level of detail, 
with mothers-to-be able to sit, lie or stand 
while the artwork is being created. 

Some mothers are choosing to mark the 
occasion with a photo shoot afterwards. 

Louie said: “It’s a brilliant keepsake. It 
seems like a lifetime when you are pregnant 
but it’s over before you know it. 

“It’s also a good way to announce a preg¬ 
nancy or the sex of the baby. 

“There’s been a big increase in adults 
getting their faces painted. It’s not just for 
kids anymore, they are thinking what can 
they get done. 

“With faces, I tend to create it as I go 
along. It depends on the individual’s face 
shape. 

“With baby bumps, what I normally do is 
mock up a drawing. Most of the time they 
know what they want. 

“A lot of people like to have something 
that is personal to them, a bit like when 
people get tattoos.” 

Her most recent customer was 39-year- 
old Louise Herbert who is expecting a baby 
boy with her partner Lydia Broadbent, 33. 

The couple live in Shrewsbury and 
wanted to incorporate the town’s skyline 
in Louise’s baby bump design. She had the

silhouette of the town painted over a bright 
yellow and orange background with a stork 
carrying a baby flying overhead. Louise, 
who is due to give birth in July, said: “It’s 
beautiful. 

“The design is really nice. It’s really im¬ 
pressive. We were thinking about what de¬ 
sign to have. 

“The stork shows we’ve got one coming, 
the skyline is because we live in Shrews¬ 


bury and the rest is Louie’s artistic ability. 

“It will also be nice when the baby’s 
older, we can look back on it.” 

Lydia, who has been together with Louise 
for almost three years, added: “It’s some¬ 
thing to look back on. It’s nice to have the 
photos as well.” 

The trend is also popular at baby show¬ 
ers, another tradition from America that 
has become more common in Britain, and 


painting sessions can be given as baby 
shower gifts.

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Top book 
picks for 
reluctant 
readers 

FORTY children’s books have been se¬ 
lected for new starter packs which will 
benefit children supported by Beanstalk 
reading helpers in primary schools across 
England.

getting to know them. 
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Obstacles to 
businesses 
over rural 
development 

RURAL businesses still face barriers to 
housing and economic development in 
the countryside despite the Government’s 
attempt to make the planning system 
more streamlined and efficient. 

The CLA which represents landowners, farmers and 
rural businesses surveyed its members to gain insights 
about their experiences of applying for planning per¬ 
mission to build new homes and agricultural buildings, 
as well as commercial and industrial premises to let. 

The survey shows that applications from rural land¬ 
owning businesses face significant delays, additional 
costs and unrealistic demands from local authorities. 
Results reveal that: 

* A third of those surveyed said the main barrier to 
their planning application being submitted was a delay 
by the local authority, with another third saying the 
local planning authority demanded irrelevant or unre¬ 
alistic reports or surveys. 

* Almost a quarter said the cost of producing the re¬ 
ports and surveys blocked developmen. 

* Less than one in six respondents experienced no 
major barriers during the planning application process. 

* Inconsistency from local authorities in the quality 
and usefulness of pre-application advice was an issue 
for around half of respondents. 

CLA head of planning Fenella Collins said: “The 
need for rural businesses to establish and grow is more 
important than ever to help address the challenges of 
Brexit in the countryside. We must have a planning 
system which enables rather than inhibits growth in 
order for those businesses and communities to thrive 
post-Brexit. 

“However, our survey shows that despite govern¬ 
ment intervention, rural economic development is still 
being stifled by a planning system that is costly, incon¬ 
sistent and hard to navigate. We want to help build 
a stronger, more sustainable countryside by providing 
opportunities to create more profitable businesses and 
much-needed homes. We will be sharing our findings 
with local authority colleagues and the Government to 
look for ways to break down the real and perceived bar¬ 
riers that are holding rural enterprises back.” 


TFA calls for 
no pre-Brexit 
farm rent rise 

THE Tenant Farmers Association (TFA) is 
urging all landlords of farmland to step 
back from pushing higher rents during 
this year’s farm rent reviews. 

While farm rent reviews can occur at any time 
of the year, they are traditionally grouped around 
February/March and September/October and no¬ 
tices for these reviews would have been served at 
least 12 months prior to the review date. 

TFA chief executive George Dunn said: “With many 
notices served last year now coming to fruition, we are 
beginning to see some landlords seeking to increase 
farm rents. 

“However, the uncertainty of the next few years 
should be signalling a steady as you go approach. Any 
dialogue between landlords and tenants would be bet¬ 
ter spent on working jointly to consider how to meet 
the challenges and opportunities which lie ahead.” 

With March 29, 2019, being the likely date that the 
UK will leave the European Union, it would be more 
sensible to postpone discussions about rents until the 
autumn of next year or the spring of the year following. 

“We have some indication of how the Government 
intends to allow a period of transition beyond the point 
we leave the European Union, but nothing is guaran¬ 
teed at this stage. 

“The UK is entering into some tricky negotiations 
with the European Union and until we have an agreed 
settlement covering all of the separation issues, pre¬ 
dicting future profitability of the industry, with any 
degree of certainty, will be impossible. Therefore, it is 
best to park discussions on rent until later in 2019 at 
the earliest,” said Mr Dunn. 

“That is not to say that landlords and tenants should 
not be in dialogue at this time. Indeed for such a time 
as this, it is vitally important that landlords and ten¬ 
ants stay engaged,” said Mr Dunn.

New motto is working 
smarter and not harder 


EXPANDING a dairy herd from 
180 to 500 cows in six months 
was no small challenge but for 
South Shropshire duo William 
Cawley and Matthew Ingram it 
was the right move - despite hav¬ 
ing to milk a new herd through 
the greatest downturn in recent 
memory. 

Matthew was nearing the end of a 
10-year contract farming arrangement 
running the dairy when William came 
home in 2013 to take over the manage¬ 
ment of his family estate near Ludlow 

By 2014, he and Matthew had hatched 
the plan to expand the herd under a new 
20-year arrangement. The Cawley Farms 
Partnership provided the new cubicle shed, 
slurry lagoon, milking parlour, cow tracks 
and grassland, and Matthew supplied the 
extra cows, machinery and staff - all built 
between August 2014 and March 2015. 

“Unfortunately, the new parlour wasn’t 
finished quite in time,” Matthew remem¬ 
bers. “We had to milk nearly 500 cows 
through our old nine aside herringbone 
parlour for six weeks. It was impossible to 
concentrate on the build and the herd, and 
we ended up milking them every 18 hours 
to get through.” 

But now, some 18 months later, he’s 
looking back at this period as being a de¬ 
fining time in his career in farming, and 
his investment in the latest Tru-Test EID 
technology is making his job easier. With 
autumn block calving, and 245 of the cows 
calving inside the first 13 days, technology 
plays a vital role - not just in time savings, 
but also by taking the worry out of the job. 

“When you’re recording ear tag numbers 
manually across this number of cows, it’s 
obvious you’re going to make some mis¬ 
takes. You go back to the office and check 
the records and realise 516 couldn’t be the 
cow you recorded, it has to be 615.1 used to 
spend a lot of time chasing errors now, quite 
simply, there’s no room for them.”

Matthew invested around £3000 in his 
Tru-Test XRS stick reader, and a Tru-Test 
weigh platform, the EziWeigh 7i that is easy 
to move between buildings or units. 

“To me, having this equipment is an ab¬ 
solute no-brainer. It saves valuable time 
and money - one person can do a job it used 
to take two of us to do. It gets rid of paper, is 
100% accurate, and makes tedious routines 
such as TB testing, AI and general record¬ 
ing so easy.” 

By autumn 2016, each calf, heifer and 
cow carried the button-style EID tag in its 
left ear, and soon got used to the wand being 
swiped across the front of their heads. 

But what was the original motivation 
for investing in EID technology? “Weigh¬ 
ing accurately,” he says. “The first thing 
we did was weigh all our calves and, to be 
honest, we were horrified. They should have 
weighed 150kgs and a lot weighed llOkgs. 

We were bringing heifers into the herd 
when they were too small. At this point we 
had a clear out, as some were never going 
to catch up.” 

He says the equipment paid for itself in 
the first six months. At the moment, the 
information on each cow is kept separately 
in Excel worksheets that can be run as indi¬ 
vidual reports. The next step is to marry up 
the wand information with his management 
accounts, which will be another labour-sav¬ 
ing transition. “We’ve tended to weigh a 
group at a time, and this gives a group aver¬ 
age - even with the poor weights the group 
average was looking OK. So, it was easy to 
be lulled into a false sense of security. Now, 
each time an individual cow is weighed, we 
can see her daily liveweight gain, and keep a 
very close track on how she’s doing.” 

Every member of staff has the Tru-Test 
app on their smartphone, so record keeping 
across the farm is kept simple. 

“We’ve definitely got a lot smarter with 
this software. It’s idiot proof.” Tru-Test EID technology is making Matthew Ingram’s job easier

So many 
beaches to 
enjoy across 
Greek island

THEY may say “Beware of Greeks bearing 
gifts”. 

But there was nothing but genuine hospitality 
when the elderly couple living near my Greek is¬ 
land villa sat me down with a generous glass of 
raki and a smile when I appeared at their door 
asking for help after locking myself out without 
my phone. 

The island in question - Alonnisos, in the Sporades 
chain just off Greece’s east coast - is remarkable, in 
fact, for its relaxed, unpretentious friendliness. Quiet 
and uncommercialised (no nightclubs, no loud music), 
it has the innocence and unassuming charm of a by¬ 
gone era. My villa, in contrast, is very of-the-moment 

- added to GIC The Villa Collection’s portfolio just two 
years ago. I love the monogrammed towels and pillow¬ 
cases and night-lit spiral staircase, not to mention the 
gadgetry. 

Outside, huge grounds include a private pool, shaded 
area and even resident tortoises. A large sun terrace 
offers stunning views down to the island’s main town, 
Patitiri, and the sea beyond. It’s perfect for magnificent 
sunrises and great for watching the rare, elegant Ele¬ 
onora’s falcon found in this region. 

In the other direction is a tantalising view of the pic¬ 
turesque Old Village, reached by a pleasant 15-minute 
walk along a donkey track. Partly abandoned after an 
earthquake in 1965, today it’s a flourishing artists’ 
haven - its narrow streets are a charming mix of re¬ 
stored, flower-clad houses, gift shops and tavernas. 

From here you can see just how green this tiny, 15 by 
three-mile island is - the hilly terrain softened by rich 
pine and oak woodland, criss-crossed by well-marked 
trails. Apparently, if you stayed for two months, you 
could visit a different beach every day and still not see 
them all. But even more remarkable is the crystal clear 
sea - the island lies in Greece’s first national marine 
park, established in 1992 and now offering some of the 
cleanest water in the Med. 

If you only have a few days to play with, these are the 
beaches you should try. 

MEGALI AMMOS 

Reached via 2.3 miles of rough, single-track, un¬ 
made road, the drive to this beach is not for the faint¬ 
hearted - and be prepared for a steep, 10-minute walk 
through woodland once you arrive. But the small, shel¬ 
tered, white-pebbled beach, with vivid green pine trees 
clinging to the hillside, is pretty and pristine. Megali 
Ammos means “big sand” in Greek, but all the sand 
lies underwater, so bring beach shoes to negotiate those 
pebbles, especially the gentle slope into the sea. The 
water, however, is great for snorkelling. There are no 
facilities - it’s just you and the odd bit of driftwood. 
KOKKINOKASTRO 

This breathtaking bay is named after the island’s 
iconic red cliff (the so-called “red castle”) at one end of 
a long sand-and-pebble beach. Unusually for Alonnisos, 
there’s a car park, basic toilets, steps to the shore, and 
even a cute changing hut, not to mention sunbeds and 
a pop-up taverna in high season. The water is shallow 
and clean, so it’s ideal for children. Just to the south 
is the island’s most popular beach Chrisi Milia, which, 
with fine, golden sand sloping gently into a turquoise 
sea, gets packed in high season. 

CAPE MARPUNTA 

Hunt out this beach just before the end of the un¬ 
made Cape Marpunta road on the island’s southerly tip 

- you’ll spot the word “beach” painted on a telegraph 
pole just before a makeshift parking area for a handful 
of cars. The path down is challenging - first, a steep, 
stony track, then a six-metre drop to the beach, negoti¬ 
ated with the help of a thick black knotted rope tied to 
a tree. Not for small children, but the small, sheltered 
pebbly beach is worth the effort. 

AGIOS PETROS 

There are spectacular sea vistas on the pine-scented 
drive down to this beach, signed off the main road, 
north of Kokkinokastro. There are no facilities, but 
the beach - a mix of sand and pebbles - has easy access 
into clear water.

ROAD TEST 


VW's new player in the SUV sector 


By Graham Breeze _ 

It may be late arriving to the Crossover party but 
Volkswagen’s new T-Roc already looks to be enjoying 
the celebrations. 

The Crossover market has become the most competitive 
in the motoring sector and the big question is why it took 
Volkswagen so long to join the rest? 

VW bosses may well have been studying the opposition 
before launching because T-Roc arrives with them 
confidently boasting it will not just become a major player 
in the sector but could become the company’s best seller - 
better even than Golf. 

That’s the boldest prediction I’ve heard in the motor 
industry for a very long time and if the Design 1.0 TSi 115ps 
model we tested is any guide those suits at VW may well be 
onto something. 

There’s now massive competition in this look-alike sector, 
even from Skoda Karoq and Seat Ateca in the company’s 
own garages. And both those models are cheaper and 
bigger. So what has VW done to produce a car predicted 
to become one of Britain’s best selling cars? 

The answer is the production of an eye-catching car 
with sporty styling, a coupe like profile and a big range of 
personalisation options which sits just beneath the popular 
Tiguan and above the soon-to-arrive T-Cross, representing 
a key element of the company’s SUV offensive. 

T-Roc measures 4,234 mm long - that’s 252 mm shorter 
than the Tiguan - and it has a 2,603 mm wheelbase. 

The SUV’s width is 1,819 mm and its height is 1,573 mm. 
Golf measures 4,255 mm long, 1,452 mm high and has a 
wheelbase of 2,637 mm. 

Luggage space in the five-seat T-Roc is generous with 
one of largest luggage compartments in its class at 445 
litres when loaded up to the top of the second-row seat 
backrests. Its styling is also defined by its short overhangs 
and large track widths. 

T-Roc is offered in S, SE, Design, SEL and R-Line trims, 
with a generous standard specification throughout. 
Standard-fit items across the range include 2Zone 


electronic climate control; Composition Media infotainment 
system with eight-inch colour touch-screen, Bluetooth 
telephone and audio connection, DAB radio reception, 

USB connectivity and charging, and 6 x 20W speakers; 
minimum 16-inch alloy wheels and extensive passive and 
active safety equipment. 

Personalisation and style are key elements of the new 
car’s appeal, and T-Roc comes with an expansive range of 
colour, trim and equipment options. 

Design models, in particular, offer a wide variety of styling 
features, and choice. Aside from advanced features such 
as chrome-effect trapezoid exhaust tailpipe surrounds left 
and right, the T-Roc Design offers a choice of contrasting 
roof, A-pillar and door mirror housing colours; rear tinted 
glass from B-pillar backwards; and sport-styled bumpers 
with silver-metallic underbody protection. 

Inside, Design models provide a choice of coloured 
dashpad and interior door panels alongside standard-fit 
features such as ambient lighting in the front footwells and 
light strips below the front door trims. 

Interface designers have further developed the Active 
Info Display and its high-quality graphics for new T-Roc. 
Standard on SEL models, and optionally available on 
other T-Rocs (excluding S), the new Active Info Display 
now offers an interplay with the car’s specific infotainment 
system to create a digital and interactive cockpit. 

The systems have been customised for a maximum 
range of online services and apps via smartphone and 
Volkswagen Car-Net. The phone and media library have 
also been integrated optimally. Both of these functions can 
be displayed and controlled via the Active Info Display, as 
well as via the infotainment system. 

The 8-inch infotainment systems can be extended with 
App Connect (integrated MirrorLink, Apple CarPlay™ and 
Android Auto™ from Google). 

In addition, Volkswagen also offers the “Security & 
Service” package in the new T-Roc which provides 
support in a wide variety of situations. Highlights include 
Emergency Service, Automatic Accident Notification and 
Roadside Assistance.

Every all-wheel drive version of the T-Roc also has 
4MOTION Active Control with driving profile selection as 
standard. The system is operated via 4MOTION Active 
Control on the centre console. The driver uses it to activate 
four higher-level modes and various pop-up menus. When 
the rotary switch is turned to the left, one of the two on-road 
profiles is activated: ‘Street’ and ‘Snow’. 

The Design 1.0 TSi on test came with ESC, EDL, ASR 
and EDTC stability options, all-round airbags, driver alarm 
assist, automatic lights, and tyre pressure indication. 

For added convenience the model had battery 
regeneration, stop/start function, heated door mirrors, rain 
sensor wipers, lane assist, cruise control, radar-controlled 


distance monitoring, predictive pedestrian protection and 
parking sensors. 

The test car checked in at £21,900 but the addition of 
the full navigation information system, active info display, 
winter ack, silver roof rails, pre-crash protection, upgraded

THERE was no early birthday present for 
Oswestry’s England hopeful Joe Clarke who 
missed out on a call-up for the first Test against 
Pakistan despite hitting back-to-back County 
Championship centuries. 

The Worcestershire batsman followed up his 
157 against Surrey at the Kia Oval with 105 
against defending champions Essex on Sunday - 
his 11th first-class hundred. 

But it failed to earn him the nod for the open- 
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ing Test against Pakistan at Lord’s beginning 
next Thursday (May 24) - two days before his 
22nd birthday. 

His ton against Essex’s highly-rated attack at 
New Road included 14 fours and helped the Pears 
to a first innings lead, but his efforts ultimately 
were unable to stave off defeat. 


Since making his County debut three years ago 
this month, Clarke - who played for England un- 
der-19s in the 2014 ICC World Cup - has often 
been touted as an prospect with former England 
skipper and TV pundit Michael Vaughan a fan. 

Three tours with the young Lions have whetted 
his appetite, and he underlined his credentials by 
hitting a century for the North against South in 
front of the Test selectors in the Caribbean earlier 
this year.
